Oscar Neebe had his last glimpse of liberty 

‘by the courtesy of the Sheriff yesterday aft- 

ernoon. He will not attend the funeral of 


his wife today. At 1:15 o’clock yesterday 
» afternoon Oscar, in charge of Deputy-Sheriff 


Spears and accompanied by his 6-year-old 
son, Oscar, and his brother Louis, who had 
been at the jail for some time, boarded a 
Sedgwick street car at Michigan and Clark 
‘and went to No. 106 Sigel street. Neebe’s 
father and mother, his brothers and their 
wives were assembled there and they were 
excepting the 
Deputy-Sheriff, during his stay. Aft 
er dinner Spears and his charge, 
again accompanied by Louis Neebe, left for 
the jail, which was reached at 5:40. Neebe 
did not goto Sedgwick street, where the 
corpse lies. He looked for the last ume on 
‘the face of his dead wife on his visit Friday 
afternoon. He was seen by a reporter in the 
_ Jail office on his return and said that he did 
not know whether he was going to the funeral 
or not. That his brother was going fo see 
Sheriff Matson about 6:30, when the matter 
would be determined: That though he would 
like to be present he would be satisfied with 
whatever the Sheriff decided. He said ex- 
citedly: I want everything to go off quietly, 
if ying’ in the jail will help that 
forward in the smallest I shall be 
. 
hat’ my . working 1 y ins mpathy 
for me, so that I — 4 — my liberty by 
means of my poor wife's dead I value 
all sympathy shown me in my affliction, and 
IShall always bear it in mind, but for my 
liberty I rely upon justice. If I am a guilty 
man and eye my sentence iet it be car- 
ried out. I

That be- 
sides he was a very sick man since Monday, 
having eaten almost nothing the whole week 
and having contracted a severe cold on the 
lungs Thursday, when he breathed the fresh 
eur for the first time in nine months.

Doyle Not Pardoned—Terms of Other Crim- 
mals Shortened—Reserve Banks. 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 12.—[Special. ]|— 
The President today refused to grant the 
petition for the pardon of James B. Doyle, 
who was convicted of counterfeiting and 
sentenced to eleven years in the Chester 
Penitentiary. The President's indorsement 


is as follows: 
“The circumstances surrounding this case ap- 
pear so plainly to show that this convict was en- 
in counterfeiting and altering United 
tates bonds on a very extensive scale that he 
may be so reasonably suspected of being a pro- 
fessionai in this business as to prevent any in- 
terference with his sentence with what seems to 
me a due regard of official duty and the public 
interest. ) 

The pardon case of Hubbard, the Mon- 
mouth cashier, will be acted upon before long. 

The President has commuted the five years’ 
sentence of imprisonment of Douglass 
Vanderhoef of Minnesota, who pleaded 
guilty of embezzling the funds of a bank in 
which he was a clerk. His original sentence 
was ten years’ imprisonment. The Presi- 
dent’s action is upon the petition of 
the officers of the firm expressing their be- 
lief in the convict’s penitence and showin 
that his conduct was such as to invite confi- 
dence and sympathy. 

The President has granted a pardon in the 
case of Jesse Houchins, convicted of — 
counterfeit money and sentenced in Novem- 
ber, 1883, to seven years in the Northern 
State Prison of Indiana and to pay a fine of 
$1. The President's indorsement on this 
case was: “Granted.

The German Army Bill—Russia’s Danger. 
Ber.in, March 12.—The Official Gazette pub- 
lishes the Army bill as passed. The arrange- 
ments to put into action April 1 are complet- 
ed. New battalions will be formed as fourth 
battalions in existing regiments. Four new 
railway companies will also be formed—two 
Prussian, one Saxon, and one Wiirtemberg. 
Combined they will constitute the Third Bat- 
talion of the Berlin Railway Regiment, 
hitherto composed of only two battalions. 
The new pioneers form the Fifth Company in 
the Pioneer Battalion of the guards. The of- 
ficial estimate, when the act is in full work- 
ing order, practically increases the army by 
170,000 men. : 
The cessation of war reports, it is feared, 
is only temporary. Russia's forbearance re- 
‘specting Bulgaria is attributed in military 
circles to her unreadiness for a campaign. 
Since the movement of troops toward the 
frontier bégan it has been discovered that 
the Russian transport und ambulance service 
are both utterly unfit to face a war with 
Austria. Letters to the Galician newspapers 
smuggled over the frontier describe the 
wretched state of the Russian troops. Army 
contractors are conspiring with the com- 
manders to defraud the exchequer and inter- 
cept one-half of every 1,000, rubles paid 
out for the army. e result is that if the 
army should suddenly be called into active 
service it would be 
and typhus-fever in a few weeks. In Warsaw 
the officers have warned the Czar of the con- 
dition of the men, and measures have been 
taken to remedy the evils, but it will be im- 
possible to get the administration reformed 
and the army ready for several months.

“Peace at any price, except at the 
loss of German honor or German territory,“ 
well expresses what is said publicly and 
confidentially by every German leader. With 
brutal kindness, so it is said, Germany toid 
Austria that Germany is not and never can 
be in any way interested in the Eastern ques- 
tion. Austria may fight for Constantinople, 
but if beaten by Russia must expect no r- 
man aid, unless, indeed, Vienna itself be 
threatened, when Germany would intervene. 
All this, according to Berlin opinion, was first 
communicated to Russia and was the consid- 
eration for which Russia agreed to refuse 
the offers of France that is, Russia takes 
Bulgaria instead of helping France to Alsace- 
Lorraine. Italy will, by her heavy arma, 
ments and general alertness, prove a valuable 
ally to Germany, although she will not be 
relied upon as an ally in actual war. : 

As a kind of warning against too great cer 
tainty about peace comes the news that 
Krupp’s vast cannon factory will be further 
enlarged to enable it to fill orders. 


The Feeling in Paris. 

Paris, March 12.— [New York Times’ Ca- 
ble.|—W hatever may be tne opinion outside 
of France there can be no doubt of the de- 
cided conviction here that the immediate 
danger of war has entirely passed. The con- 
sequent relief is intense. At the same time 
quite active and unceasing preparations are 
continued, but people care very little about 
such details, though they approve them and 
are willing to pay for them. Paris is stag- 
nant, because business is at a standstill all 
over Europe and the usual coming and 
going of wealthy strangers have be- 
come the exception instead of the rule. 
No one doubts the value of. the diplomatic 
shadings surrounding the visit of M. de 
Lesseps to Berlin, but no one seems to know 
just what he has been sent for. It has been 
thought in well-informed circles that there 
may be an ulterior and indirect peaceful pur- 
pose in the journey of the Suez hero. A 
thousand wild rumors fill the air. Perhaps 
the most practical one is that M. de Lesseps 
seeks to neutralize the Suez Canal, and also 
would like to find out what protection Bis- 
marck would give to the Panama scheme in 
case of American interference.

THROWN FROM AN EMBANKMENT. 


Several Legislators Badly Injured in a Rail- 
road Wreck Near Girard. 

VirDEN, III., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
south-bound passenger-train onthe Jackson- 
ville & Southeastern Railroad, consisting of 
engine, baggage-car, and two coaches, run- 
ning at.a high rate of speed alongside the 
Chicago & Alton train—it being the inten- 
tion of both trains to gain the crossing at 
Girard—while crossing the bridge some two 
miles north of Girard last night broke a 
wheel on the second coach, spreading the rails 
so that the rear coach followed on the ties, 
displacing them and 1 * trestle- bridge 
to pieces.

BOTH MEN INDICTED. 


True Bills Returned Against Schwartz and 
Watt. 

Morris, III., March 12,—[Special.]—At 11 
o’clock this morning the grand jury returned 
u joint indictment against Henry Schwartz 
and Newton Watt, charging them with the 
killing of Kellogg Nichols, the Rock Island 
express messenger. The bill consists of seven 
counts, the first, second, third, and fourth of 
which charge that the killing was done with 
an iron rod, the fifth and sixth that it was 
done with a pistol and leaden bullet, and the 
last that the murder was committed with 
some instrument or weapon unknown to the 
jury. Very little interest has been manifested 
inthe work of the grand jury, and there 
was not a score in the court-room when they 
reported. While it is reported that the first 
ballot did not show a unanimous verdict for 
indictment, it is said that the negative votes 
were feelers and that the jury very soon 
reached a unanimous opinion. Six new wit- 
nesses appeared before them, but the char- 
acter or weight of their testimony cannot be 
ascertained. 

The defense will enter a motion to quash 
Monday, but this is considered more 
of a formality than otherwise. Schwartz 
and Watt will be brought into court when 
the motion ismade. The majority of the week 
was occupied in investigating Schwartz's 
case, Watt’s requiring much less time. The 
prosecution seem to have much more confi- 
dence in their case against the former than 
the latter. It has been rumored here that a 
third arrest is to be e, and a crowd gath- 
ered at the train last night expecting the ar- 
rival of a prisoner. A peculiar coincidence 
is the fact that the indictment was found on 
the anniversary of the crime, March 12.

THE MARRIAGE OF CHRISTINE NILS-

The Marriage a Quiet One, Attended Only 
by a Few Friends—The Countess’ De- 
termination Never to Sing Upon the 
Stage Again — Latest Fashions from 
Paris—Bookmakers Under the Ban of 
the Law—General Notes of Interest.

A white-haired priest pro- 
nounced the benediction, a gold ring was 
placed on the bride’s finger, a short allocu- 
tion followed, and the ceremony was over. 

Suddenly a large, silver-chained, dusky- 
clad hussier flung back the tapestry, and a 
glow of lighted candles and flowers was dis- 
closed to view on a gilt altar at the far end of 
a correspondingly built chapel to that in 
which the benediction had been given.

PARIS BOOKMAKERS BARRED. 


Not Allowed to Bet at Auteuil—Speculators 
in Theatre Tickets. 

Paris, March 12.—[Copright, 1887, James 
Gordon Bennett.|—Lent, the cold March 
winds, and the outburst of Spartan morality 
by the Paris Municipal Council against the 
bookmakers have extinguished all attempt at 
gayety this week. Parisians have entered so 
thoroughly into the excitementof betting on 
horse-racing that they will not be deprived 
of their holiday amusement without vigorous 
protest. Parisian bookmakers are, as a rule, 
very noisy and very unsympathetic individ- 
uals, but the action of the municipal council 
has almost elevated them to the rank of 
martyrs. 

I was present Thursday at the Auteuil 
steeplechase, where the bookmakers struck, 
and for the first time in the annals of the 
French turf there was horse-racing without 
betting. It was a cold, windy day, and no- 
body took the slightest interest in the horses, 
but gathered round large coal fire-places here 
and there on the grounds and admired the 
toilets of the pretty actresses and demi- 
mondaines, who were out in great numbers 
to see the expected combat between the po- 
lice and the kmakers, and who seemed 

eatly disappointed. Prince de Sagon, 

resident of the Society of Steeplechasers, 
walked about the paddock, accompanied by 
the Pretectde laSeine and the Prefect de 
Police.

Persons who 
have changed their residences must be regis- 
tered anew in the precincts to which they 
have removed in order to be able to yote. 


Tun Republican County Committee yester- 
day appointed a sub-cammittee of five to con- 
fer with a similar committee of Democrats in 
regard to the nomination of a Judge to fill 
the vacancy created by the death of Judge 
Rogers. It is understood that the Democrats 
have decided to yield this place to a Repub- 
lican on condition that the nominations of 
new Judges in June shall be equally divided 
between the two parties and made on a non- 
partisan basis. There can be no objection to 
such an arrangement, and we hope it will 
lead to the selection of lawyers of the high- 
est character and attainments for all the 
new positions on the bench and for the va- 
cancy as well. If the joint committee 
shall put up some poor stick of a 
lawyer for the vacancy its action 
will be a serious blow to the whole 
system of non-partisan nominations for judi- 
cial positions, Neither party will then be 
disposed to sanction similar nominations 
by political committees next June. A non- 
partisan nomination made under the circum- 
stances suggested ought to be a compliment 
and honor that any lawyer at the bar would 
appreciate. The nomination ought to be of- 
fered to some man of recognized legal at- 
tainments, and if it came with the assurance 
that it would be equivalent to an election and 
involved no campaign assessments nor disa- 
greeable canvass, it would be accepted by any 
one of a dozen suitabie men. We hope that 
the Republican sub-committee, upon whom a 
great responsibility rests in this matter, will 
make no mistake, but will choose a candidate 
worthy of the honor and one whose name 
will justify the wisdom of the course pur- 
sued in takfhg the judicial election out of 
the domain of party politics. 


REGISTER TUESDAY—ONLY CHANCE. 

Tuesday is the day for registration under 
the new law in Chicago and the Towns of 
Lake, Lake View, Hyde Park, Cicero, and 
Jefferson. After 9 o'clock the evening of 
that day there will be no further opportunity 
for voters to register so as to be able to vote 
at the forthcoming municipal election. In 
Chicago and the Town of Lake those who 
were registered last fall and who have not 
since changed their residences will con- 
tinue on the registers. In case of re- 
moval from one precinct into another, 
however, the voter must have his name reg- 
istered anew in the precinet into which he 
has moved. He can have this done by ob- 
taining a certificate of registration from the 
judges of the precinct.at which he yoted last 
and presenting it between 8 o’clock a. m. and 
9 o'clock p. m. Tuesday at the polling-place of 
the precinct in which he now resides. There 
will be thousands of such cases, as was proved 
last fall, and the work of transfer will.occupy 
most of the time of the judges and. clerks 
next Tuesday. 

It must be remembered that no man not 
now registered can vote in the precinct in 
which he now resides unless he is registered 
there by next Tuesday night. Only duly-reg- 
istered voters can cast a ballot at the next 
municipal elections—April 4—in Chicago and 
in the other towns already named. 

Besides the voters who changed residence 
since last fall there are hundreds of young 
men who have become of age since then who 
will have to register in order to be entitied to 
vote. There are in addition those of foreign 
birth who have become eihizens since then 
and those who for any cause have failed to 
become registered under the new law. 

The latter must be very numerous. The 
first registration under the new law occurred 
last spring, when only Aldermen and town 
ofticers were elected. The registration, as 
might be expected, was far from being a full 
one. Many. thousands of citizens did not 
take enough interest in the Aldermanic 
squabbles to go to the polling-places in their 
respective precincts to have their names en- 
tered on the registry lists. Last fall again 
there was a good deal of apathy, as shown by 
the very light vote cast. It was 20 per cent 
less in the city than the vote for Mayor two 
years ago and 80 per cent less than the vote 
for President. 

The contest this spring is of more than or- 
dinary importance, involving, as it does, a 
contest with the Socialists for the control of 
the Municipal Government and of the Police 
and Fire Departments, and the manner in 
which the public taxes shall be expended 
during the next two years. The residents of 
the city are deeply concerned in the election. 
On their choice for Mayor will depend the 
good order and the government of 
the city, and the judicious expenditure 
of the public money, On the Assessors 
to be chosen this spring will depend whether 
the city shall be assessed or taxed for the 
benefit of Socialism and its peculiar ideas, or 
for and in accordance with American ideas 
and civilization. 

Every voter is interested, and therefore 
every voter ought to be properly registered 
before 9 o’clock next Tuesday night. Any 
yoter who is not registered in the precinct 
where he resides by Tuesday evening cannot 
vote at the forthcoming city and town elec- 
tion. 


THE ANNEXATION BILL'S PROGRESS. 
Still another important Cook County bill 
was reported favorably to the House at 
Springfield yesterday. Thisis the Winston 
Annexation bill, printed at full length in Tue 
TRIBUNE recently. It has been slightly amend- 
ed so as to provide for the consolidation of 
the three Chicago towns by a vote of the peo- 
ple at some general election. The main feat- 
ures of the bill are that it permits af the an- 
nexation of suburban districts adjoining the 
city by a vote of the people of the town to 
which the territory is to be annexed and of 
the town from which the territory is detached. 
Thus, in the case of the Town of Lake View, 
if the people of any section of that town wish 
to have their territory a partof the City of 
Chicago, all that would be necessary to gratify 
their wishes in this respect would be to sub- 
mit the question of annexation, on the peti- 
tion of one-tenth of the voters of the district 
to be annexed, toa vote of the people of North 
Chicago and Lake View. If approved by a 
majority of the votes cast in each town the 
annexation would be complete. The County 
Court would adjust the indebtedness. This 
plan, it need hardly be said, greatly facilitates 
annexation, Under it the portions of Lake 
View, Cicero, Jefferson, Hyde Park, and Lake 
ripe for annexation would be added at the 
first opportunity after the bill became a law. 
The only objections that would remain could 
be met in a generous spirit by the city. Those 
objections are that by annexation the fire- 
limits would be extended so as to prevent the 
erection of frame buildings, and that the 
districts in which there are no saloons now 
would, under the City Government, be over- 
run with groggeries. The preliminary ordi- 
nance passed by the City Council providing 
that the territory to be annexed would pre- 
serve its status as far as fire and saloon lim- 


take

Some of our suburban contemporaries seem 
to mistake the purpose of this bill. They 
seem to think it is so framed.as to compel (if 
it becomes law) the suburbs to annex them- 
selves to the city whether they wish to do 
so or not. The bill proposes nothing of the 
kind. No territory can be added unless the 
people of the town from which it is to be 
detached consent. It will require more than 
the majority vote of the territory imme 
diately concerned. If the outlying towns 
don’t want to have any portion of their 
territory added to the city they can inter- 
pose their veto. There will be ample oppor- 
tunity for the suburban editors and the 


small-fry suburban politicians to address 


their arguments to their neighbors against 
annexation after the bill becomes law, as it 
is pretty certain to do. 


THE SOCIALISTIC DEMONSTRATION. 

There is to be a general parade of Socialists 
and Anarchists in Chicago today, The red 
flag may or may not be carried at the head of 
the procession, but the character of the dem- 
onstration will be perfectly well under- 
stood, The immediate occasion of this display 
is the funeral of Mrs. Oscar Neebe. The de- 
ceased was a wife and mother exempt from 
any notoriety, Sofar as known she was no 
way distinguishable from other wives and 
mothers in the same walk of life. Her hus 
band is now in Cook County Jail, convicted of 
more or less participation in the haymarket 
slaughter. He was not quite as deeply impli- 
cated as some others, and got off with a term 
of years in the penitentiary. He is one of 
the convicted Anarchists whose case is pend- 
ing before the Supreme Court, set down for 
argument March 17. The wife who in life 
was exempt from any complicity in the con- 
spiracy is made the innocent occasion for 
all the display of sympathy. Itis not an ex- 
pression of sympathy with the afflicted hue 
band for the loss of his wife, as it lacks every 
element of personality and has sole reference 
to the objects advocated at the haymarket 
and the methods theer adopted. Indeed, it is 
in effect a sacrifice of personal feeling. The 
Sheriff was willing to allow the husband to 
attend the funeral, had it been conducted as 
a funeral, but he cannot let him loose among 
such a surging mob.

with Socialism as its end in view and anarchy 
as the means to that end. 


THAT JOLIET DELEGATION. 

It would not be complimentary to the good 
sense or intelligence of the people of Joliet 
to take it for granted that the gentlemen 
from that city who waited on Mayor Harrison 
Friday in reference to the Chicago drainage 
plan represented their views. As far as can 
be gathered from the report of their 
rather discursive conversation with Mr. 
Harrison and Mr. Hering the mem- 
bers of the Joliet delegation are op- 
posed to the deepening and widening 
of the Desplaines River between Summit and 
Lockport and its connecwon with Lake Mich- 
igan by means of an equally wide and equally 
deep channel between Chicago and Summit. 
Their alieged objection is based on the some- 
what novel hypothesis that such a water- 
way, conveying the Chicago sewage in a 
highly diluted state in limpid lake water, 
would produce an offensive stench at Joliet 
and generally along the river below Lock- 
port! This is certainly a rather queer aspect 
of the matter. Foreleven months of everv 
year now nearly every particle of the Chica- 
go sewage is sent down through the Des- 
plaines by means of the Illinois & Michigan 
Canal, with its narrow channel and its slug- 
gish current. Untila better means of con- 
veying it is obtained it will be sent in the 
same way. The canal was widened and aeep- 
ened mainly for Chicago sewage purposes, 
as the Joliet people who are now 
threatening to dam up the canal so as to pre- 
vent it will find if they examine the law 
passed by the Illinois Legislature in 1865, en- 
titled An act to proyide for the completion 
of, the lilinois & Michigan Canal upon the 
plan adopted by the State in 1836." This law 
provides that 

WHERBAS, It has been represented that the 


City of Chicago, in order to purisy or cleanse 
the Chicago wer by drawing a sufficient 
quantity of water from Lake Michigan 
irettly through it and through the Summit 
division of the Illinois & Michigan Canal, 
would advance a sufficient amount of funds to 
accomplish this desirable object; and 

WHEREAS, The original plan of tne said canal 
Was tocutdown the Summit section so as to 
draw a supply of water directly for navigation 
from Lake Michigan, etc., etc., 

Be tt enacted, eic., That the City of Chicago, 
through its constituted authorities, may at once 
enter into an arrangement with the Board of 
Trustees of said canal with a view to the speedy 
accomplishment of the work, 


It was under this statute that the arrange- 
ment for the widening and deepening of the 
canal was entered into—so as to secure the 
cleansing and purifying of the Chicago River and 
to find an outlet for Chicago sewage. 

This agreement is binding on the State of 
Illinois in perpetuity, and no obstructive or 
belligerent Jolieters will be permitted to ab- 
rogate it. But the few persons who talk of 
doing so apparently do not know what they 
are talking about. : 

The widening and deepening of the canal 
was a good thing for the people of Joliet and 
the other river towns, and for the people of 
Chicago as well. And now again Chicago 
proposes, while trying to benefit itself, to 
confer ten-fold more benefits on all the towns 
of the river valley, from Lockpert to Peru 
inclusive. It proposes to dilute the sewage 
which now flows through the sluggish canal 
so as to render it entirely innocuous and inof- 
fensive. It proposes to increase the quality 
of pure lake water with which the sewage is 
to be mixed ten-fold, to construct a wide and 
deep navigable channel through the Des- 
plaines Valley to Joliet for it to pass through, 
and to give it a much more rapid current than 
in the canal, thus providing oxidation and 
dilution. 

In doing this there must be constructed at 
the expense of the people of the Chicago 
drainage district a waterway 100, and event- 
ually 200, feet wide, carrying, say, twelve 
feet of water through the valley between 
Chicago and Lockport, thus affording a nay- 
igable river which will enable all lake craft 
to be taken by tugboats as far as Joliet, and 
which will afford enormous water-power to 
that city and all the river towns to Peru. For 


the cost of this great work the people of | 


Joliet and the IIlinols-Desplaines Valley will 


not have to contaibute a dime. Tu. 
of Chicago and her suburbs will 

The opposition to the project 
called delegation is, under the circumstances, 
incomprehensible. Tne delegates must have 
intended their excursion to this city in a 
Pickwickian sense. They were probably on 
pleasure bent and wanted to have a good 
time with Mayor Harrison before he doffed 
his official robes. They could not have been 


| serious in objecting to Chicago’s so diluting 


the sewage which passes by their doors as to 
make it wholly inoffensive. They are not so 
foolish as to oppose the construction of a 
great navigable wateyway batween their city 
and the great Gommiercial city of the West. 
They cannot be insensible to the enormous 
manfacturing advantages such a waterway 
would confer on their city. The river be- 
tween Lockport and Peru, after the Chicago 
drainage plan is completed, will afford a 
mill- power which will make that section one 
of the most thriving and wealthy manu- 


tacturing sections of the United States, and 


which will bring its people into communica- 
tion by water with all the lake region (and 
the Mississippi Valley hereafter), which will 
enable them to convey ore from the mines of 
Lake Superior and coal from the lower lakes 
and land them on the docks at Jouiet, opposit 
their extensive iron-works, without breaking 
bulk at Chicago. 

The Joliet committee were evidently ona 
lark from the time they left their homes un- 
til they returned. It is probably a mistake to 
regard their journey here as serious, or to 
hold their fellow-citizens in any degrée ro- 
sponsible for the alleged arguments they ad- 
dressed to our lively Mayor on the subject of 
fish and muskrats. 4

SOCIALISTIC SLAVERY PARTY. } 

The new political party which is today 
making a new-made grave the occasion of its 
campaign demonstration appears to consist 
of three degrees.

© Government is to provide work it must 
decide for the worker what he must do. It must 
say who shall chisel statues, who shall paint 
pictures, who shall compose music, and who 
shall practice the professions.

It must not only control work, 1t must not only 
decide what each shall do, but it must control 
expenses, because expenses bear a direct relation 
to products.

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THE SECRET DANGER TO CHICAGO. 

For the first time in the history of Chicago, 
a complete municipal ticket has been nom- 
inated which represents one class alone 
of the population—the secret, oath-bound 
ledges of the allied Socialists and labor 
unions, dominated by the Morgans, Schil- 
lings, Staubers, Grottkaus, Currlins, and 
Gruenhuts.

A Rising Financier. 

New York Times: Alfred Sully is coming 
to be recognized as a sort of phenomenon in 
Wall street. He has had an eventful history. 
He was born in Canada forty-five years ago. 
He was a boy in Buffalo. Fond relatives 
wanted to make a parson outof him. He 
lived out West, studied law, and hung out a 
Shingle in Davenport, Ia, Congressman 
Price’s daughter became his wife, while one 
of his sisters married the Rey. Robert Laird 
Collyer and another was wedded by Judge 
John F. Dillon, who is now in this city as the 
leading lawyer in all the Gould corporations. 
Mr. Sully bought a little real estate out of 
the stray fees that came into his office; he 
sold at a profit, rebought, and in a few years 
he was the possessor of a fortune of $50,000 
or so. Then he determined to be happy. Of 
course the first thing he did, to accomplish 
that was to make his home in New York. He 
had literary tastes. He thought of journai- 
ism for pleasure’s sake.

miles of pi had been laid, and Decem- 
ber, 1855, forty-one miles laid. e South 
Side reservoir was that well-remembered 
one on Adams street, on the site of the Rook- 
ery lot, and which was torn down only last 
summer to make room for the new rookery 
Building. The Water Commissioners bought 
the lot in 1852 from P. F. W. Peck and paid 
$8,750 for it. It now rents on a ninety-nine 
year lease for $30,000 per annum. The res- 
ervoir was completed in 1854 at a cost of 
Up to December, 1855, the construction and 
extension of the water-works system cost 
96,849. The Commissioners issued 
$650,000 of bonds. The operating expenses 
and interest for the year had been $59,051 
and the revenue from the supply of 4,251 
buildings was $54,739. May 1, 1857, the works 
were supplying 7,058 buildings, with a rev- 
enue of $35,012 per annum. But yet as early 
as 1860 the population had increased so that 
it was seen that a new system of supply from 
the lake would have to be devised 
and new and more powerful machinery 
erected. In that year Edward Hamilton, 
one of the Water Commissione pro- 
posed to sink a huge wrought-iron 
pipe out in the lake a distance 
ofamile. Thisscheme did not find favor. 
In 1861 was created the Board of Public 
Works, and in 1862 Mr. E. S. Chesbrough, 
then City Engineer, made an elaborate re- 
port advocating the construction of a tunnel 
to run under the lake bed for a distance of 
two miles, there to meet a shaft sunk through 
a stone crib from the surface. After a 
deal of discussion, both by press and public, 
the plan was adopted, though not without 
misgivings as to the probable cost and possi- 
ble failure. A contract was let to Dun & Gow- 
an of Harrisburg to dig the tunnel and build 
the crib for $315,153, and the work was to 
be completed Nov. 1, 1865. March 17, 1864, 
und was broken. It was a great day for 
shicago, Mayor Sherman, the Council, and 
all the heads of departments, together with 
a large concourse of citizens, were present; 
the Mayor made a speech, as did others, an 
and then the former struck a shovel into the 
sand and the great work began. Excava- 
tions were n at once, and the shore 
shaft was sunk to the bottom of the proposed 
tunnel level, or twenty-six feet below the 
level of the lake From that point the work 
was slowly carried forward to comple- 
tion. The great crib was launched in July, 
1865, and sunk with stone at its present site 
soon after. Then the lake shaft was sunk 
and work begun on the tunnel at the eastern 
end, thus hastening the construction. But 
even so the great tunnel was not completed 
until December, 1866, more than a year after 
the date called for in the contract. It was a 
work of considerable magnitude and attract- 
ed attention all over the country. It was 
one of the “sights’’ to be shown strangers. 
No distinguished men were allowed to 
Chicago without being taken 
into the tunnel. Among the celebrities 
who were so honored were Gens. Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Howard, Wilcox, Han- 
cock, and . Sir Morton Peto of England, 
Emperor Dom Pedro,, several noted English 
engineers, the Duke of Westminster, and a 
score of others. The tunnel was run through 
a solid bed of blue clay the entire distance 
ana of course was bricked and cemented 
every foot of excavation. It is of five feet 
bore, and was thought when designed to 
have capacity enough to supply a city ofa

million inhabitants; but, alas! in less than 
fitteen years another water-works had to be 
established on the West Side, another, longer 
and more costly tunnel connected with the 
erib, and even now there is not capacity 
enough for a million ple. 

The day the two faces of the old tunnel 
met, Dec. 6, 1866, was another great day for 
Chicago. Mayor Rice and the Council were 
drawn by a mule to the point of connection, 
one and a half miles out under the lake, and 
there the Mayor, with appropriate speeches 
and ceremonies, laid the commemorative 
block of marble to mark the point of meeting 
and the completion of the work. The pa- 
pers of the day had columns of descrip- 
tion, bells were rung, flags displayed from 
the public — and there was a great 
time all around. e water was let into the 
tunnel March 25, 1867, and the same day was 
laid the cornerstone of the magnificent new 
tower, which is still in use on the North Side. 
This, with the new buildings, was completed 
in 1869, and from that date is counted the es- 
tablishment of the second great system of 
water supply for Chicago. A few res to 
show the growth and development of the sys- 
tem and of the city will serve to close this: 
In 1858 the daily supply to citizens of Chicago 
was 2,991,413 gallons, conveyed through sev- 
enty-two miles of pipe, and yielding a reve- 
nue of $102,179. In 1885 the daily supply of 
water was, 91,647,622 ns, served through 
565 miles of pipe, an ielding a revenue of 
$1,421,832. And yet e Michigan has not 
been lowered an inch! 


A JOKER IN THE CHAIR. 


A Presiding Officer Who Believes in Paying 
Liberal Salaries. 

Washington Dispatch to Indianapolis Jour- 
nal: During a lull in the House the other 
day, and while a short recess was being 
taken, but at a moment when nearly all the 
members were on the floor, Mr. Van Eaton 
of Mississippi, the wag of the Lower House 
of Congress, mounted the Speaker's rostrum 
and ra for order. Most of the members 
present, not knowing that the time for re- 
convening the House was some distance 
away, talking, went to their seats, 
took off their hats, and there’ was that 
quietude which reigns when the schoolma’am 
rings the bell after lunchtime. 

“Take your cigars out of your mouths, you 
vagabonds, and show proper respect for the 
Chair,” shouted Mr. Van Eaton. “I have 
some important measures for consideration,” 
he continued, “‘and the Chair trusts that 
they may be disposed of at once. Our sal- 
aries, men, are miserably low. A member 
can’t have half as good a time as he deserves 
on $5,000 a year, and a measure is before —. 
to increase our boodle to $10,000 a year. The 
previous question is demanded and the bill is 
on its passage. The members who woyld like 
to have another $5,000 a year to blow in with 
the boys will say aye, and those who want to 
stay in o’ nights and eke out a miserable ex- 
istence will signify it by saying no.“ 

here was a storm of ayes, and not a no. 
The Chair, maintaining a solemn look, de- 
clared that the salaries were doubled, and 
observed that it gave him great pleasure to 
see the members awaking to a sense of their 
duty, even to providing for themselves. He 
then put the question whether the members 
should have private secretaries, and it was 
carried without dissent. Again the Chair 
commended the sense of the House. Then 
he looked around, saw a page, and observed 
more gravely than before: 

“The employés of this House are a 
faithful lot. They deserve well at 
the hands of their lords.

Three gentlemen were the other day in a 


North Side car. One was a distinguished 


lawyer, another Mr. Frank M. Luce, Chief 
Car Accountant of the Northwestern Railway, 
and the third was a TkIBUNE reporter. 
Luce,“ said the lawyer, I want to ask you 
something. I’ve just comein from the West, 
and as I was riding along out in Iowa I saw 
perhaps on the various side-tracks hundreds 
and hundreds of freight-cars belonging to 
different roads. In passing through-freight 
trains I could sometimes count a dozen cars 
belonging to as many roads—some of 
them a couple of thousand miles from 
home. And the idea occurred to 
me: ‘How the deuce do the railroad com- 
panies ever keep track of their cars,’ and 
the more I thought of it the more puzzledI 
got, and I said the next time I saw you I'd 
ask.“ 

The railroad man laughed and said: “ Well, 


‘it’s a httle too big a thing to explain here. 


Come up to the office some time and I'll show 
you.” 

Whether the lawyer ever had his curiosity 
gratified does not appear, but Taz Trisune 
man mentally resolved that he too would like 
to know how a great railroad company, oc- 
cupying a vast territory, operating thou- 
sands of miles of and own- 
ing nearly 25,000 cars of all descriptions, 
most of them in constant motion, could ever 


keep account of their movements and where-: 
abouts. No one has traveled much but. 
has often had his curiosity aroused in the 


same way asthe lawyer. How do they ever 
keep track of the cars! Sometimes out on 
the plains of the Union Pacific one sees in 
one train the oarsof a score of railroads. 
How did they get there? How do they ever 
get home? Who keeps account of them, and 

ow do their owners know where they are? 
“It’s the easiest thing in the world, said 
Mr. Luce when THe TRIBUNE man presented 
himself as a student in the art of 
er wg enna “Very easy, indeed, 
when you know how and work on 
a system. By the way, the system 
we work onis one I invented myself, and 
hence I know it is a good one. At any rate I 
know we never lose a car and never miss one 
longer than a few days, and we have over 
23,000 of them to account for every day, keep 
record of, and figure mileage on. Big job! 
Well, yes. It takes twenty-three clerks and 
my Own services to see that none of the 
lambs getaway. And we not only have to 
look out for our own 23,000, but be 9 
to report on the instant on perhaps ‘ for- 
eigners’ that are constantly cavorting about 
on our lines.”’ 

„The basis of all car-accounting,”’ said Mr. 
Luce as he squared himself for a diusser- 
tation upon the principles of his science, is 
in the daily report which we get from every 
station agent on our lines. That report tells 
us just what cars by their nu rs arrived 
at their stations that day, whether loaded or 
unloaded, whether detained, and if so, for 
what reason, and all cars forwarded from 
that point, loaded or empty. Then there are 
the conductor’s daily reports of the cars he 
has hauled or has then on his train, what he 
did with those he ‘has dropped, where he 
— any up if any, and the distance he has 

auled every car loaded orempty. These re- 
ports are very easily made; the blanks for 
them simply constructed, and all that is needed 
is method and care in their filling out, and 
you know railroad-men are famous for meth- 
od and rarely negiect even the simplest duty. 
If they do, off go their heads. 

„Well, these reports are the basis of our 
work, which is to condense and simplify 
them, so that the company may know at all 
times just where its equipment is and what 
it is doing. Now, come here, and I'll teach 

ou the tlesson. You see this big book.” 

r. Luce opened a massive tome that looked

* This book,“ said Mr. Luce, “is the box-car 
book. Over there is the flat-car book, and 
ted yonder are the passenger-car book, the

on. el take the box-car book as an illus- 
tration. All the Northwestern box or mer- 
chandise cars are given even numbers; the 
flat cars are odd numbers. Now you see this 
page—it is divided into sections of ten cars 
each and each page has ten sections. The 
pages begin with even hundreds. Now it 
must be said that all the stations on the line 
are numbered. Every station on the road 
has its number, and the numbers alone are 
used in keeping the records. Now, let us 
illustrate. From this report, one of hundreds 
that came in this morning, we see that box-car 
No. 5,806, was at Milwaukee, loaded, March 
2. The clerk, opposit No. 5, enters under 
date of March in black ink the figures 
‘550.’ That is the station number of Mil- 
waukee. If the car had been empty the 
clerk would have put the figures in ink. 


It the car had been unloaded at Milwaukee 


he weuld have made the entry first in black 
ink and right under it the same fi in 
redink. But this car was not unloaded. The 
next record we have of No. 5,806 is in a re- 
port from Winona two days later. The car 
was there, still loaded, for we see the clerk’s 
entry, ‘1,000’ (Winona’s station number), 
in black ink, under date of March 4. And so 
you see how we keep the record of that car. 
On this page there are 100 car numbers, and 
a single line across the page contains its rec- 
ord for the month. I can turn to this page 
and at a glance can tell just where every car 
whose number appears upon it is, or was at 
last report, what direction it was going, 
whether loaded or empty, and all about it. 
Thus car No. 5,802 was at Clinton, Ia. (100), 
March 3, and at Council Bluffs (183) March 6. 
That is the system used for tracing all cars 
on our own lines.“ ° 
„But,“ asked THe TRIBUNE man, when 
your parece get away—that is, pass loaded 
to oth6r roads—what do you do then!“ 
„Whenever one of our cars s to another 
road the report of it is made by the agent of 
the junction point. Then we charge that 
company with the car. Here is the book: 
Car No. 5,802 turned over to the Union Pa- 
cific March 6, loaded. Then under head of 
‘Remarks’: ‘Entered in forei date 
book.’ That takes us to another book. There 
a record is kept of all our cars on other 
roads. The essential point there is the date 
of transfer. We know where the car was 
billed for, know how long it ought to take 
to reach its destination and get back, either 
loaded with through freight or empty, and if 
it does not turn up within a reasonable time 
out goes a ‘tracer.’ They used to send 
mon out to hunt up the lost cars, but that 
isn’t done any more except in very flagrant 
cases. The ‘tracer’. now is a paper notifi- 
cation, and it informs the company to whom 
it is addressed that car No. — was ns- 
ferred to that road such a date, jong for 
such a point. What has become of it! This 
is to be returned at once with such informa- 
tion as that road may have. If the car is yet 
on their line itis easy enough, but if it has 
gone to one or two other roads in order to 
reach its unloading point the ‘tracer’ has 
to follow it up. We don’t have much trouble 
now to get our cars back. But some years 
ago, continued Mr. Luce, it was 
‘quite the custom for a road with 
an unexpectedly big business. and a 
small equipment to grab anything in sight. 
The biggest thieves in this respect were the 
Union sific and the Missouri Pacific. Three 
or four years ago one of our Northwestern 
roads lost a score or more of platform-cars. 
They finally located them on the Union Pa- 
cific. Tracer after tracer was sent, but the 
invariable reply from Omaha was No such 
cars here.’ Finally the company which had 
lost the cars sent a man along the line to 
hunt them up. Lo! in the Evanston coal dis- 
trict he found them.

Cincinnati Enquirer: “ What is new with 
you, E. P. Bradstreet!” was asked of that 
gentleman yesterday.

Tho business of this association, 
comprising the largest banks in the city, 
making a daily record involving several 
millions of dollars each week-day, is yet so 
thoroughly systematized as to enable them 
to transact this immense volume of business 
inaless period than two hours daily and 
with an accuracy bordering on mechanical 
precision. The figures represent the finan- 
cial transactions between city banks 
for the previous twenty-four hours. 
On the second floor of the building familiarly 
known as the State Savings Building 
promptly at 11 o’clock.the several representa- 
tives of about twenty of the city banks meet 
and make daily settlements of their accounts 
against each other as shown by checks or 
drafts coming into their possession from ae- 
positors and out of town correspondents. 
The history of the formation of this institu- 
tion dates back twenty-two years, its concep- 
tion following closely upon the enactment of 
the National Banking law, as amended in 
1864. The incorporation of several banks in 
this city under this law, and the rapidly 
growing volume of business transacted by 


them, made such a medium of exchange im- 
perative, both for the facility of business 
and protection from possible losses. 

The initial steps for organization of the 
association began the * of March 3, 
1865, when a meeting was held for this pur- 
pose at the Sherman House, with representa- 
tives of the then existing city ba in at- 
tendance. At a subsequent meeting, held 
March 10, a constitution and by-laws were 
drafted and subscribed to by those present. 
Mr. W. F. Coolbaugh was elec Presi- 
dent. Several other meetings were held 
within a short time and plans formu- 
lated for commencing business, rooms 
being * in the Scammon Building 
over the Marine Bank. Business was first 
commenced April 6 with Lyman J. Gage as 
manager. Mr. Gage resigned and George A. 
Ives was elected to actin that capacity. An 
amendment of the governing rules was made 
in May, 1865, and the constitution and by- 
laws published. The following officers were 
elected: 

President, W. F. Coolbaugh, President Union 
National Bank; Vice-President, Josiah Lombard, 
President Fifth National Bank; Clearing-House 
Committee, E. E. Braisted (Chairman), cashier 
First National Bank; E. I. Tinkham, cashier 
Second National Bank; Ira Holmes, cashier 
Third National Bank; Lyman J. Gage, cashier 
Merchants’ Savings, Loan & Trust Company; A. 
C. Badger of A. C. Badger & Co.; and Leo. A. 
Ives, Manager.

Sec. 2 of the constitution stated that the 
object of the association was to effect at one 
place the daily exchanges between the several 
members and the payment at the same place 
of the balances resulting from such ex- 
changes,“ the organization to be known and 
conducted as the Chicago Clearing-House 
Association.“ The manager was to also act 
as Secretary, Treasurer, and have general 
supervision of the settling clerks and messen- 
gers, not being enti to a vote, and re- 
quired to give a bond in the sum of $20,000. 

he Clearing-House Committee was em- 
powered to suspend the manager ana also 
‘in case of extreme emergency to suspend 
any member from the privileges of the 
house.“ 

Previous to the organization the only 
method in vogue was for the individual banks 
to make exchanges by messengers over their 
counters, and the risk of loss from various 
causes was very great. The total clearings 
for 1866 were $449,710,435—a considerable sum 
indeed, but when compared with a year at 
the present time is but as one is to six. 

In 1870 a reorganization took place among 
‘the officers, but with no material change in 
the modus operandi of conducting business. 
In this year the following officers were 
elected : es Sol A. Smith; Vice- 

R utter; Clearing-House 
Committee, J. M. Adsit, (Chairman), E. L 
Tinkham, L. . Gage, D. Buchanan, 
John De Koven (manager), and George A. 
Ives. In 1882 the association incorporated 
under the State laws for the first time, hav- 
ing done business previously as a private 
concern. Mr. Ives continu 
until January. 1871, when he was succeeded 
by Douglass R. Hale, who filled the position 
for the next succeeding ten years. In Ser 
tember, 1881, Mr. Hale was succeeded by W. 
S. Smith, who resigned in January, 1885, Al- 
bert P. Smith succeeding, and who is the 
manager at the present time. The pres- 
ent membership of the association 1s 
very little if any larger than at the 
time of CRT business twenty-two 
years ago. This is hot on account of any 
antipathy against the organization or its 
methods of doing business, as its great ben- 
efits are recognized on every hand; the rea- 
son of the forty and odd banking concerns 
in this city not being members is rather on 
account of the strict provisions of the pres- 
ent by-laws, which, among other things, re- 
quire that no new member shall be admitted 
except banks with a paid-in capital and sur- 
plus of at least $200,000, which shall be kept 
intact during such membership. All new 
mombers are now required to pay an admis- 
sion fee of 81,000 and for an- 
nual expenses, besides pro rata on 
any deficiency, according to their daily 
average of the exchanges sent to the 
house for the preceding three months. 
To facilitate business and secure promptness 
in attendance the new rules inflict a punish- 
ment for failure to be punctual at the -morn- 
ing exchange. Three dollars is levied for the 
first five minutes’ tardiness, $10 for the second 
tive minutes, and $25 for any time over ten 
minutes lave. The smaller banks in the city, 
in most if not all cases, make their clearances 
through some of the larger banks who are 
members of the association. In this way 
they are enabled to transact their business 
and clear their checks and drafts with al- 
most equal promptness with the regular mem- 
bers, although they have no protection from 
the association in so doing. The officers of 
the association for 1886-87 are as follows:

-  Grant’s first important relations with Ar- 

_ thur were in 1871, when he appointed the 

- friend of Conkling Collector of the Port of 
New York. Arthur was retained in this po- 
sition during the subsequent years of Grant’s 
two Administrations and wasalways a warm 

and faithful supporter of his chief. There 
was however, no approach to intimacy, per- 
sonal or political, between them at this time. 

The Collector was too far off from the Presi- 

dent for the idea to occur to either. 

In 1880 Arthur went to Chicago a fervent 

adherent of Grant, and was steadfast under 

Conkling’s lead in the advocacy of a third 

term. When Garfield. was nominated the 

Vice-Presidential place on the ticket was 

tendered to him as a sort offpropitiatory repa- 
ration to Conkling. The nomination for the 

Presidency had itself been suggested for 

Conkling by some who were willing to sup- 

port. him, though they would not accept 

Grant; but Conkling declared that he had 

gone to the convention to nominate Grant, 
gdgaund that ratner than receive the prize he 
was pl to obtain for another he would 

Cut his t arm from his body. Arthur, 

however, stood in a different relation to 

Grant, and there was no reason why he 

» > shoul accept the nomination. 

ae Grant found no fault with the candidate, 

though, like everybody else at the time, he 

had no idea that Arthur was especially fitted

Ahur as willingly as he did Garfield. 

Neither was in any way personally objection- 

able to him. He at once treated Arthur with 
all the consideration due to a candidate for 
the Vice-Presidency; he had a certain regard 
for official position not unnaturai in one who 
held so many important places himself, and 
of late years had passed so much of his time 
with personages of high political conse- 


uence. . 
* During the campaign I chanced to enter 
Delmonico’s café one night with Jesse Grant 
and found the candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency sitting at one of the tables. It was the 
first time either of us had met him since his 
' nomination, and we went up to congratulate 
mim. I remember that he said to Jesse: “I 
wish you would tell your father that I went 
10 Chicago to work for his nomination. 
Was a Grant man and a third-term man to 
2 the last; and whatever occurred there was 
no compensation to me for my disappoint- 
ment.“ He was doubtless sincere at the time; 
but he felt fully compensated afterward and

In 1883 Gen. Grant came to the con- 
clusion that as President he had done Fitz 
John Porter a wrong in not allowing him a 
second trial; he accordingly set himself to 
studying the papers, and af ter careful exami- 
nation became convinced that Porter was inno- 
cent of the charge of which he had been con- 
victed. Heatonce determined to do what- 
ever he could to right the wrong be thought 
he had hel to inflict. His course is well 
known. Herisked the friendship of Logan 
and incurred the disapproval of many of his 
closest political and military associates; but 
he persisted in what he had undertaken, and 
doubtiess his efforts contributed largely to 
the reversal of Porter’s sentence, which was 
finally accomplished. Then the effort wus 
made to 11 Porter to the army, and a 
bill passed both Houses of Congress author- 
izing the President to replace him in his 
former rank. .

ing hero. 
fter a long wrangle and a delay of months 
Congress and the President came to terms, 
and a bill was passed which gave Arthur the 
1 to name whom he chose for the position 
of retired Generalof the army. This was 
signed by the President in the last hours of 
the expiring Congress, and the nomination 
of Grant was the closing act of Arthur's of- 
ficial existence; but it came too late to re- 
lieve the anxieties of the suffering soldier, 
and it was so long deferred that the new 
errr gees of Grant wa; signed by Cleve- 
and. 

Arthur and Cleveland both attended the 
funeral of their great predecessor; and as in 
so many instances Grant had followed to the 
tomb those whom he opposed in life, it was 
now his turn to be borne before the soldiers 
he had conquered and the politicians whose 

rinciples he had contested or whose career

GREAT LOSS TO FRANCE. 


SUDDEN END OF M. DUVAL’S WISE AND 
PATRIOTIC CAREER. 


Marriage of a Girl Who Rejected the Prince 
Imperial and the King of Spain—The 
Daughter of Krupp's BRival—How Louis 
XIV. Established the Ballet—Memoirs of 
a Woman Who Danced Her Way inte a 
Fortune and Now Lives in the Odor of 
Sanctity. 


Panis, Feb. 28.—[Special Correspondence. | 
The death of M. Raoul: Dacul 1s a biow to 
France. He was a revrésentative of that 
which is best and strongest in the Republic. 
He was the author and leader of the most 
promising political movement France has 
known since the fall of the Empire. This 
was nothing less than a union of the liberal 
elements in the Right of the Chamber of 
Deputies with the conservative forces of the 
Left. Perhaps I may better describe it as a 
union of Liberal Monarchists ‘and Clericals 
and Conservative Republicans. This party 
would exert a controlling influence in the 
Chamber and would support a moderate 
Government against the attacks of Cassagnac 
on the one hand and Rochefort on the other. 
In furtherance of this project M. Duval, just 
before his death, started a new journal 
called La Droite Republicuine. In this he 
equally opposed the impossible schemes of 
monarchical restoration and the wild ravings 
of the ultra Radicals. Anarchism and So- 
cialism he was for répressing;. not by sheer 
coercion, but by removing the causes which 
provoked such political diseases. Edudition, 
enlightened public opinion, improved indus- 
trial and social systems—these were his 
panacea for the evils of Anarchist agitations. 
Thus you will see that M. Duval was a wise 
leader and one whom France can ill-afford 
just now to lose. Especially is this true if, 
as is feared, his work is to die with him. I 
do not think there is any one else able to 
carry it on. 

M. Duval, as you know, died suddenly of 
heart disease at Monte Carlo. He was in 
early days a brillant student at the College 
of Nantes; the most brilliant student, they 
say, that institution ever contaimed. That 
was about forty years ago, in an age when 
there were, — more brilliant and 
thorotgh students than now. Indeed, there 
was only one other student at Nantes who 
could pretend to compete with Duval, and it 
is said that the two took every prize that was 
awarded at the college while they were in it. 
That other student was named Jules Vallés; 
a name which has since become notorious in 
France. There was little in common between 
the ciassmates save their fine scholarship. 
Duval was handsome, polished in manners, 
always well dressed, and always in the best 
of spirits. To him everything in the world 
was for the best. Vallés, on the other hand, 
was an ill-favored fellow, of loutish manners, 
always unkempt, dirty, and ragg and al- 
ways grumbling and cursing. He thought 
the world was going to the bad, and was 
fond of parading himself as the worst-bred, 
worst-dressed, and worst-tempered man alive. 

On leaving college the two parted, not to 
meet for many years. When they did meet 
again Vallés was already a notorious revolu- 
tionist, and was a great chum: of M. Razic. 
Duval met these two in company with 
another mutual friend. Vailés claimed old 
acquaintanceship, but Duval turned his back 
upon him and would not speak. Then the 
mutual friend tried to introduce M. Ranc. “I 
do not desire to know M. Rane,“ said Duval, 
curtly. Afterward, in 1871, Duval headed the 
movement to expel Ranc from the National 
Assembly and have him shot for his 
complicity in the Commune. Unhappily for 
France, this movement failed, and M. Ranc 
is today one of the leadersof the Opportunist 
party and a conspicuous figure among those 

liticians who bring most discredit upon 

rance. At to Valiés, it is a curious coin- 
cidence that the anniversary of his death 
should have been celebrated on the very day 
of M. Duval’s funeral. The funeral, I may 
add, occurred at the Protestant Church of 
the Oratory, and was attended by the most 
illustriousthrong that has been at any fu- 
nerul since that of Victor Hugo. I saw there 
M. Goblet, the Premier; Jules Ferry, Jules 
Simon, the Duc de Broglie, Marshal Can- 
robert, Prince Murat, Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
Paul de Cassagnac, Paul Deroulede, and 
Alexandre Dumas. Thislistincludes, you will 
see, men of all parties, some of them most 
hostile to M. Duval while he was alive. But 
they all honored him because of his extraor- 
dinary honesty and uprightness of character. 

The announcement of Mile. Schneider's 
wedding with the Comte de Chaponay sets 
all society in a flutter, and revives several 
notable romances. Indeed, there are memo- 
ries of more than one royal suitor disappoint- 
ed in his quest for the hand of this wealthy 
heiress. Whoisthis Mile. Schneider? She 
is the daughter of the sole proprietor of the 
Creuzot foundries: The Creuzot works are 
probaoly not as famous as the similar works 
of Krupp, at Essen;in Germany, but ‘they 
are larger and at least fully as important. 
They are also, I fancy, more profitable, for 
the reason that the wages paid to the work- 
men are lower than those in Germany, 
and not so much money is spent in 
providing them with libraries, parks, 
entertainments, etc. Still, the 16,000 work- 
men at Creuzot are lovally attached to 
M. Schneider, and they have voluntarily 
given his daughter many rich wedding gifts. 
Among these is an elaborate table service of 
solid silver, ornamented with arabesques of 
cannon-bronze taken from an old bronze can- 
non used by Bonaparte in the battle of the 
Pyramids. Another is a huge album con‘ain- 
ing the signatures of ‘all the 16,000 workmen. 
M. Schneider lives most of his time among 
his workmen at Creuzot, though he has a 
splendid mansion in Paris, and his wife has 
often figured conspicuously in Paris society. 
She 1s, by the way, his second wife, and the 
sister of his first wife. She wasa Mile. As- 
selim. Both the marriages of M. Schneider 
proved happy. They were assailed by scan- 
dal, however, though groundlesly. Indeed, 
un exceedingly scundalous novel was written 
about them by Mme. Rutazzi, and obtained 
an immensely wide circulation. 

However, it was of Mile. Schneider's court- 
Ships that 1 began to write. Let me say, 
first, that she was entitled by birth and Blood, 
as well as by wealth, to be.-a@ royal bride. 
Why not! M. Schneider was a cousin of Na- 

leon III., and was President of the Corps 

Agisiatif. So the bride has the blood of the 
imperial family in her veins: And it was a 
kinsman, indeed, none less than the i!)-fatea 
Printe Imperial, who once sought her hand 
in marriage. It is interesting to recall this, 
since there has been so much chatter about 
his passion for the English Princess Beatrice, 
as well.as the oundiess scandal lately 
nglish girl who was his 
mistress and is said to have a child of which 
he was the father: Of course there is no 
foundation for the latter story, and little for 
the former. But the Prince was indeed much 
in love with Mlle. Schneider, and, being head- 
strong, went so far as to propose to her father 
tor her ha But M. Schneider put him off. 
Privately, had an idea that the Prince 
would never regain his father’s throne, or be 
more than a mere pretender. So he was not 
dazzied by the prospect of an imperial crown. 
And he knew, too, that to make such a mar- 
riage would cause the republican government 


1 to look epee him with disfavor, and with- 


draw, perhaps, its patronage from his estab- 
ment. -So he declined the offer with the po- 
lite excuse that the honor was too great.’ 

The other suitor for Mlle. Schneider’s 
hand was the late King of Spain, Altonso 
XII. He had always been a great admirer 
of her: and of her $50,000,000. So when Mer- 
cedes died he took it into his head to seek 
Mile. Schneider’s hand. It would createa 
sensation, of course. But still to wed 
a mere private citizen’s daughter, instead of 
a Princess, would ingratiate him with the 
growing Republican party in Spain; his mar- 
riage with a French girl would strengthen 
the bonds of friendship between him and 
France; her remote kinship with the Bona- 
partes would ally him with the Imperialists 
should they ever return to power; and finally, 
her great fortune would be a very convenient 
thing to put in his parse. But he too was 
repulsed by M. Schneider, who had deter- 
mined to let his daughter make her own 
choice. She has done. so, I believe. The 
Comte de Ohaponay is an estimable young 
man, with a sufficient fo to make it im- 
probabie that he has der me for 
her wealth.

for its government. They are supreme,“ he 
said to an Ambassador. When I send a let- 
ter to a fellow-sovereign or issue a great de- 
cree of State, my secretary writes it and I 
sign it merely. But when these fair sylphs 
aré to be addressed my own hand must pen 
every word.“ 

The salaries paid to these original ballet- 
girls were very high in comparison with 
those of the singers and actors of the day. 
They received $4,000 a year each, This is 
much more than the dancer of today, except- 
ing she be a great star. gets. There are now 
about 120 members in the corps at the Opéra. 
Of these three are stars, and get $6,00U a year 
each. Theres are aso a dozen first 
dancers, who get from $4,000 to $5,000 each. 
The hundred and more who remain do not 
get more than, on the average, $1,000 a 
year each. The rate is, of course, 
not uniform. Many of the most ex- 
pe enced get aiso as much as the 
“ first dancers.“ Others do not receive more 
than 25 cents a night. In addition to the 
salaries, however, they are provided with 
their costumes, and, indeed, with everything 
they need for the toilet, excepting cosmetics. 
And what do their costumes cost! The di- 
rector of the Opéra tells me that the tights, 
which form the principal item, cost a pair 
only, and the slippers 81 to $2 a par How 
long do the slippers last! Not long. The 
t tars have anew pair foreach act, and the 
“first dancers have new slippers for each 
performance. The restof the company must 
make their slippers last through three per- 
formances. 

However, the ballet is not what it was. 
There are no really great dancers now. In 
all Europe there is not one to compare with 
Fanny Eissier or with Taglioni. Nor does 
any receive the money those dancers got. 
Fanny Elssler received for a long time #500 
for npr f rformance. Taglioni at one time 
was pai $1,000 for half an hour’s Ganging: 
Why do not more such dancers arise! Ohé! 
Why do we not have some more Marios and 
Grisis! Why is there only one Patti? Some 
day, aps, there will be more. The chief 
trouble today is the easy morals of the ballet. 
A girl will mot strive to become a great 
dancer when she can make thousands of 
dollars a month by being a poorone. What 
does that mean? This: that the dancers of 
today, too many of them, have wealthy 
lovers, who lavish gems and gold upon them, 
and so remove the financial incentive to ex- 
cel. And more than that. A lover means 
revelry, dinners at late hours, wine, 
dissipation. And that kills the dancer, 
however well it may agree with the 
woman. To de a really great 
dancer, one must keep constantly in training, 
like an athlete. The habits must be regular 
as Clock-work. The diet must be plain and 
nourishing. The drink must be temperate. 
The life must be virtuous. Louis Quatorze. 
reprobate that he was, understood this, and 
his ballet-girls were paragons of virtue. 
What? Oh, yes, it true. Perhaps they were 
the only virtuous women he ever saw. It 
was said by a caustic writer of that day that 
they were the only honest wenches in all 
Paris. Butin the setof rules which, as I 
have said, Louis wrote with his own hand, 
it was expressly and emphatically declared 
that the girls must live lives above suspicion, 
even. Louis Quatorze as a censor of morals! 
But so it was. 

To pass from the ballet toa theme which 
is, unhappily, now too closely akin to it. Rose 
Pompon has published her memoirs. I 
thought Cora Pearl was setting a terrible ex- 
ample in publishing hers, and so it has 
proved. Rose | nm follows suit, and 
doubtless we shall tiave in succession similar 
volumes from a seore of the now eclipsed 
stars of the imperial demi-monde. Possibly 
the Duchesse de Lita even will print ber 
* Recoliections of Three Sovereigus.“ Cora 
Pearl printed her memoirs to make money, 
for she had squandered her wealth and was 
in poverty. Butthe book did not pay, and 
she died in agarret. Rose Pompon has pub- 
lished hers, however, merely to gratify her 
desire to get into print. If she makes any- 
thing out of the book she will give it to the 
church, if the church will accept it, which 
I doubt not. For Rose is rich. 
She saved her .ill-got wealth, and 
now in advanced years is worth half 
a million dollars, and lives in luxury and the 
odor of sanctity. O, yes. She is punctual 
in her attendance.at church, at mass, and at 
confession. But what a confession she would 
make should she tell, as she does not in her 
memoirs, the whole story of her bizarre 
career! She Was once a ballet-daucer, and a 
good one, too. Her dancing was of the 
classic order, and not at all immodest. But 
she did not follow that profession long: Her 
earhest ventures in gallantry were for high 
prizes, but she won them. Her first lover 
was the son of a King, himself now a reign- 
ing monarch. Another was a great French 
commander in the Crimean war, and when 
she had a quarrel with him one day she 
danced over to the Russian camp and soon 
led captive an Imperial Grand Duke. After 
the war she came back to Paris, and was for 
years a brilliant leader in the butterfly worid. 

er Memoirs contain some interesting anec- 
dotes of Rachel,with whom Rose Pompon was 
on intimate and affectionate. terms. She de- 
clares that the famous tragic actress had the 
smallest and most beautiful feet. she ever 
saw. Certainly a ballet-dancer ought to be 
a good judge of such things. One of Rachel's 
admirers one day beg the gift of one of 
her slippers, and forthwith had a duplieate 
of it made in solid silver, set with diamonds. 
This silver slipper, though the exact size of 
the original, was so small that no one would 
believe it would go on Rachel's foot. To 
prove it, however, she put-iton and wore it 
for an hour one evening. A contemporary 
of Rose Pompon was Mme. Needham, who 
died some time ago and whose jewels and 
dressés have just been sold at auction at the 
Hotel Drouot. She also was careful to lay by 
money for the years when her beauty would 
be faded, and her jewels alone have been sold 
for nearly $40,000. She, like Cora Pearl, was 
of Irish origin, but she was an exception to 
her class in that she was always known by 
her real name, and not by a fanciful nomme 
a’amour.

| LYNCHINGS IN LEADVILLE. 


A MEMBER OF THE VIGILANCE COM-. 
MITTEE TELLS THE STORY. 


The Version Printed in an Eastern Paper 
Wide of the Facts—How and Why 
Frodsham Was Captured—The Meeting 
and Plaus of the Committee and the 
Execution in the Gray Dawn—Young 
Stuart's Last Words. 

Cuicado, March 10.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. The article in Tu Tx1puNzE of Sunday 
on Lynchings in Leadville,” by! Matt Rix.“ 
written for the New York Star, recalled to 
my mind the circumstances of that eventful 
night in Leadville in the winter of 1880. 
„Matt Rix” clings closely to facts in the 
main, but then he “gilds them a little in 
spots,“ and when facts fail he relies on his 
vivid imagination. 

Fortunately I had preserved acopyof the 
Leadville Chronicle, issued the morning after 
the tragedy, and, comparing the two accounts 
of the affair, concluded that they were writ- 
ten by the same man. Both are inaccurate; 


one to furnish a given amount of copy. Not 
a newspaper man in Leadville knew anything 
about the affair until it was all over. Cooney 
(not Mooney) could not have told 
„Matt Rix” anything of the plot, be- 
cause he himself did not know any- 
thing about it until some one startled him out 
of his sleep*to tell him “Frodsham is 
lynched.” In making up the “ Vigiiance 
Committee the greatest care was exercised. 
Every man was given a number. The first 
name was that of a gentleman now living in 
Denver, wealthy and respected, and evident- 
ly at peace with all the world. The second 
was a gentleman now living in Leadville and 
fully as well, known asthe first. These two 
selected a third, and this process was con- 
tinued until the committee numbered between 
500 and 600 on the night of the lynching. 

When the name of Tabor was proposed a 
long discussion ensued, and it was argued 
that he was a partner of Bill Bush (a brother 
of Jim Bush, who shot Arbuckle), and Char- 
ley Hall, who kept a big gambiing-house and 
saloon, and so Tabor was rejected. The same 
position was taken in. regard toa number 
of other men. Newspaper men were not 
admitted to membership, for whoever heard 
of a newspaper man who would keep any- 
thi out of his paper,” said one.

The overt act that caused Frodsham’s death 
was the ages upon two men sleeping in a 
shanty on a lot on Capitol Hill belonging to 
one of the m@. One N. N. Robertson had 
bought the lot on a Stevens and Les- 
ter title. He then got a quitclaim deed 
from the squatter who claimed a proprie- 
tary right to the lot, and wus thus secure in 
its possession. No one had any right to 
molest him. Across the upper end of the lot 
ran an old irrigating ditch, and a portion of 
it was covered with a thick growth of ever- 
greens. Robertson moved into his shanty and 
took for a companion a young man named 
Moore. One evening when they went home 
they found all their household goods and 
kitchen furniture lying on the ground and 
the, door (there was no window) of the 
shanty nailed up. When they proceeded to 
investigate Frodsham, Cooney, and some of 
their party fired upon them and drove them 
away. Robertson and Moore came back 
down-town and went to the office of the 
Leadville Forwarding Company, where the 
former was employed.. There he told the 
story to the agent of the es gape and a 

rty was quickly forme to put 

im in possession of his property 
again. The party, well armed, took pos- 
session and helped Robertson to move his 
things back into the shanty. The Frodsham 
crowd again put in an appearance and were 
quickly put off the ground. They offered no 
violence to the well-armeda and resolute 
party; but, muttering threats, went. away. 
Shortly after midnight they returned, and, 
taking cover in the old, irrigating ditch, 
opened fire on the thin shanty in which Rob- 
ertson and Moore were peacefully sleeping. 
Some fifty shots were fired and they then 
charged on the shanty. A skirmish took 
place, when Cooney was shot through the 
arm and Robertson’s pistol was rendered 
useless by achance shot. Then Robertson 
gave up, and Frodsham, placing a six-shooter 
to his head, was about to blow his brains out 
when a stalwart Texan promptly knocked 
him down, and Robertson ana Moore were 
arrested by the Frodsham party and taken to 
the lock-up, where the obliging turnkey 
locked them up for defending their own 
property. 

The committee felt that the time had come 
to do something. The city and county offices 
were in the hands of the Frodsham element. 
Kelly was nominally Chief of Police, but 
Frodsham was the real head. Big Ed” 
Burus was next to Kelly, and a horde of 
minor ruffians stood ready to do their bid- 
dmg. Burns was seen to arrest a man one 
evening, and being followed was detected in 
the act of robbing the man after having 
knocked him senseless. The police were 
known to be ruftians and creatures of Frod- 
sham’s, and were suspected to be the persons 
who had committed most of the hghway 
robberies. 

It was decided best to hang Frodsham. In 
the meantime the little barber had had his 
adventure, and the man who guve his 
name as Charles Stuart at one time and 
Patrick Stuart at another was in the county 
— A meeting of the committee was called 
or 12 o’clock midnight. Tho arrest of Frod- 
sham was effected esrly in the evening, and 
he was lodged in jail so quietly that none of 
his friends knew where he was until late at 
night. None of the crowd dreamed that his 
death was so near, nor did he apprehend any- 
thing himself. Deputy Sheriff Watson was 
enticed away from home and placed in an 
ante-room in charge of four determined men, 
who he knew would kill him if he made an 
outcry. He knew who they were perfectly 
well, and at no time since then hus he at- 
tempted to tell any one their names. 

The meeting was held in the old Odd-Fel- 
lows’ Hall, which was in the rear of a black- 
smith shop on Spruce street, near the corner, 
and some fifty feet back. Therearof Mande- 
ville’s gunstore on Chestnut street abutted on 
the building. The hali would only hold some 
two hundred persons, and the rest of the 
committee were in waiting for the signal 
which should sénd them to their various sta- 
tions. At 2:30 a. m. one long blast on the 
whistle of the Harrison Reduction Works 
started every man. Some were stationed on 
Harrison avenue, all along the street for two 
blocks each way from the jail, some were as- 
signed to the doorsof the disreputable houses 
in the immediate vicinity. Belated pedestri- 
ans found “no thoroughfare in all that 
neighborhood, and ‘surfeited debauchees 
could not leave the brothels of which they 
were sotired. Just fifteen men, headed by a 
big six-footer, proceeded to the jail with 
Deputy-Sheriff Watson in their midst. Wat- 
son was brought to the front and instructed 
to knock at the door. His knock elicited the 
inquiry from within: 

Who's there What do vou want?” 

It's me, Watson; open up.“ 

The door Was swung open and the fifteen 
men entered with Watson. Every inmate of 
the jail was covered by a six-shooter, and 
Frodsham was discovered on top of the cage. 

There was no noise, no yelling—not a wora 
was said by any one until the big vigilante 
reached up and hauled Frodsham from off 
the cage much as a man would haul a blan- 
ket from the top of a cupboard. As he fell 
to the floor Frodsham raised a cry of “ Mur- 
der,” which was stified by the big man grip- 
ping his throat. The grasp was maintained 
through the subsequent brief straggle, dur- 
ing which the terror-stricken desperado was 
haif-dragged, haif-carried, through the jail- 
door to the outer dir, and not Until 
he was left suspend did the vice- 
like grasp leave Frodstiam’s throat. The 
morning Was clear and cold. While there 
was no moon there was still a good deal of a 
kind of gray light, so that we could see faces 
plainly, while the dim light shining through 
the jail door from within, falling on the vel 
low boards and scantling of the unfinished 
building, made the scene rather more un- 
earthly and awful than anything 1 had ex- 
perienced. A piece of paper on which was 
written a warning to bunko steerers, lot 
jumpers, and the like to leave town was 
pinned to Frodsham’s breast, and he was left 
slowly turning and swaying, with two men 
to see that nothing should mterfere with the 
arrangements. Bs ,

When his gaze met mine, with such a 
mute entredtvy, the tears jumped 
into my eyes, and, turning away, I swore 
that never again would I have a hand im the 
hanging of a fellow-creature,and that no boy 
should seek help in earning an honest livin 
from me and seek in vain. ‘When I loo 
again he was hanging, and then a whistle 
was blown by the Chief and we all melted 
away into the shadows. Just before young 
“Stuart”? was hung up he told his right 
name, and in a low, sobbing voice, more like 
a despairing wail, cried softly: O mother.” 

Less than one year later I meta lovely lady 
and her husband in this city, and the lady 
learning that I had been in Leadville told me 
that she had a brother in Colorado; that he 
had gone to Siiver Cliff, and, finding himself 
financially ashore, had written that he was 
going to Leadville and would write again. 
„ From that camp.” she said, we never 
heard again. Probably you may have met 
him. His name is ———.”’ 

It was the boy whocailed himself Stuart.“ 
She told mea great deal about her brother, 
and her husband expressed his fears that 
the boy had fallen into some scrape. 

I may write the foregoing now, for the lady 
and her husband are both dead. It would do 
no good to mention their names or the name 
of the boy. 

After the lapse of years the names of the 
bad men”’ of Leadville had faded from my 
memory, and only by referring to the old pa- 
pers mentioned could I recalt Cooney, Adams, 
Connors, Collins, Hogan, Champ, Redington, 
and Meacham, but the pleading, suffering 
face of that boy will never leave me in this 
world, and the broken-hearted, despairing 
cry, „O mother,“ sobbed out as the last for 
him in life, still rings in my ears. There was 
someting like Christian resignation in the 
way he met death. 

After the ee there was some excite- 
ment, but no calling out of the militia. Jim 
Bush left on the morning stage. The Frod- 
sham crowd disappeared with the exce 
tion of Cooney and Texas.“ They staid 
and facéd the music. Cooney even 
went so far as to write an article for the 

apers denouncing the men wno hung his 

riend, but said nothing against their having 
hung the boy. The actof lynching the men 
was approved by the better element of Lead- 
ville, while they deplored the necessity for it. 

There was no more lot-jumping nor high- 
way robbery. Of the fifteen men belonging 
to the Jail Committee of Vigilantes all are to- 
day, with one exception (the writer), rich 
men, though I have not heard that any of 
them are addicted to“ hundred dollar night- 
shirts.“ The tinal paragraph of “ Matt Rix's“ 
letter made me mad, because it was such a 
perfectly useless publication of an unneces- 
sary falsehood: It is as follows: 

From that memorable day to this not a lot has 
been jumped nor a highway robbery been com- 
mitted in Leadville. Of the 100 vigilantes four- 
teen have met violent deaths, twenty have died 
from excesses, and more than thirty have lapsed

and distress. The fate of those 100 men will some 
day make an interesting chapter of frontier histo- 
ry.—Matt Rix in the New York Star.

TRICKS OF SMUGGLERS. 


Methods of Introducing Precious Gems 
Into the United States. 

It was stated a few months ago in an Amer- 
ican paper that.a rich man’s wife wore upon 
her neck and breast every evening precious 
stones of the value of £40,000, other ladies 
displaying jewels to a lesser amount. Nor 
are American ladies free from the charge of 
smuggling; many of them, indeed, are adepts 
at the business, able to impart a secret or 
two to the professionals. During a recent 
Saratoga season one lady was heard to boast 
that she had brought over a suit 
of diamonds in the heels of se- 
eral pairs of slippers, which she had 
made on purpose to contain them. These 
dainty articles were ostentatiously displayed 
and taken notice of by the searchers; but 
the heels were not suspected to be hollow or 
to contain diamonds. MHollow-heeled boots 
were at one time greatly in use as a part of 
the smuggling machinery. That mode of 
carrying on the illieit traffic was ultimately 
discovered by an under steward of an Ameri- 
can liner, who, for a consideration, communi- 
cated the secret to the custom-house 
authorities. Then followed a series of 
contrivances in the shape of double bot- 
tomed trunks, valises with secret pockets, 
desks with inside drawers, and guns and pis- 
tols which were so contrived as to contain a 
few of the much-coveted gems. All these 
contrivances were in turn discovered; they 
were just the kind of concealments which 
the officers had their thoughts fixed upon. 
Just aus the customs authorities were under 
the impression that they had su, pressed the 
ilheit traffic a new era in gem smug- 
gliing was inaugurated, and ‘more dia- 
monds entered the Unitea States duty free 
than before. Smuggling, it may be said, de- 
veloped into fine art; at all events, the inci- 
dence of the trade for a brief period became 
80 simple as to seem likechild’s play; indeed, 
children were made to play an important part 
in the business. A story which lately became 
public shows how well the modern diamond. 
smugglers had laid to heart Poe’s precepts.

enea to its legs a quill containing a 
number of diamonds! A clew being ob- 
tained, the local habitationof the pigcon 
proprietors was discovered and their mode of 
business putanend to. The scheme, stated 
simply, was to fly every week or ten days a 
flock of a dozen or fifteen pigeons, each car- 
rying about half a dozen géms: As the duty 
on diamoncs amounts to 10 per cent, the 
trouble taken to smuggle these gems into the 
United States does not seem very remarka- 
The value of the stone estly im- 
ported into the States is betwe@h , 000,000 
and #9,000.000 per annum, and it has been 
calculated that gems to ‘hulf that sum escape 
payment of the duty.—Chambers’ Journal.

i SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES. 


The Late Earthquake in the Western States 
5 —Other Interesting Notes. 2 

Mr. Bowditch, President of the Albany 
Toboggan Club, has had the speea of the tobog- 
gan determined. At the point of maximum rapid- 
ity—i. e.: just where the toboggan leaves the 
chute for level ground, the speed is ninety-three 
miles per hour. These timings have been made 
repeatedly by a competent engineer. and for that 
chute are very probably correct. The speed of 
the toboggan exceeds, therefore, all vehicles— 
even the fleet ice-boat never reaching such a ter- 


rific velocity. 

M. Berthelot has examined some ancient 
Assyrian and Chaldean tablets and presented 
the results in a paper before the Académie des 


Inscriptions. These chemical analyses reveal 
some interesting data. Thus a sacred tablet 
from Khorsabad was found to be simply a pure 
carbonate of soda. A vase from Tello brought 
back by Mr. Sarzec was made of pure unalloyed 
antimony. Anda statuet from the same local- 
ity was of pure copper without any traces of tin 
or other metal. 

The practice of administering medicines 
by capsules has become quite universal during 
later years. It is now announced that if any 
alcohol is present in the stomach at the time of 
swallowing the .capsule the gelatine is rendered 
insoluble. The Southern Practitioner also shows 
that tannic acid affects gelatine in a similar 
manner. If, therefore, either of these substances 
should be present in the stomach, the medicines 
should be administered in some other manner. 


Data concerning the recent earthquake, 
occurring Feb. 6, throughout Southern Indiana, 
Illinois, Western Kentucky, and Eastern Mis- 
souri are being collected by the United States 
Geological Survey. Every effort is being made 
to locate the phenomenon in place and time. The 
area is not as yet exactly defined, but covers 
about 75,000 square miles these States. Its 
effect was most pronounced in Southeastern IIli- 
nois and Southwestern Indiana. The time was 
noted rately but by one observer, President 
P. C. Mendenhall, of Rose Polytechnic Institute, 
at Terre Haute, who records it as-occurring at 
4:15.06 a. m., Feb. 6. 

Dr. Mohn of Christiania has recently re- 
ported to the medical society of that city his 
method of treating whooping-cough, which seems 
extremely rational and capable of wide applica- 
tion. The patient is dressed in clean linen and 
then carefully removed from the sickroom, leav- 
ing behind all bedding, clothes, and furniture. 
The room is then closed and thoroughly fumi- 
gated with burning sulphur, twenty-five grains 
being allowed for every cubic metre of space. 
After five hours the roomis thoroughly ventil- 
ated and the patient returned. Dr. Mohn af- 
firms that after breathing this purifled at- 
mosphere over night the whooping-cough is cured 
in twenty-four hours, and he reports several 
cases where one such thorough fumigation 
promptly allayed the disease. | 

The San Francisco Argonaut is authority 
for the following. description of an automatic 
fog-bell which was formerly located on Race 
Point, Cape Cod. Connected with the bell was 
a clockwork which kept the bell tolling when on 
duty. The bell was sheltered, but projecting 
from the house was a long, delicately-balanced 
lever attached at its inner end to the clockwork. 
On the outer termination was a large sponge pro- 
tected from the rain by a little roof. Moisture, 
however, during any fog was rapidly absorbed, 
the sponge became saturatea, with consequent 
increase of weight sufficient to bring the lever 
down, set the clock in motion and the bell to 
tolling. With the disappearance of the fo the 
sponge dried rapidly and the rise of the lever 
stopped once more the tolling of the bell. 
Prof. G. T. Romanes recently contributed 
to the London Linnean Society a valuable 
résumé of our knowledge of the acuteness of the 
sense of smell in dogs, and added much to it.

LIKE THE ELDER DUMAS. 


It Requires Brains to Invent a New Dish— 
How to Prepare a Boar’s Head, Accord- 
ing to Soyer—The Process of Braising— 
Boar's Head Sauce—Croquets of Bear's 
Meat—A Delicious Method of Cooking 
English Truffles. 


New York Lvening Post: Somebody asks, 
Who is most miserable in the world! The 
idle man. He is usually out of humor till 
| luncheon-time. Then he collapses, bored be- 
yond remedy. He finally solves the enigma 
of killing time instead of himself by taking a 
glass of sherry, his friend in need. He wants 
to be amused perpetually. Rather than dine 
alone, he dines. his friends if he has any; 
gives them cigars rather than to smoke 
alone; takes them to the opera or theatre 
rather than w go alone. He has no ideas. 
Here is one—let him learn to cook, like the 
elder Dumas. Let him invent a new soup or 
salad, but he must first understand that it re- 
quires brains to invent a new dish. 

The late importation and the prospective 
hunting of wild boars reminds us that the 
present method of preparing a boar’s head 
differs from that of the ancients. Ac- 
cording to Soyer, after the head is care- 
fully prepared, bone the neck and cut 
it into small filets two inches long; place 
the head on a board and rub it with half 
a pound of brown sugar, letting it remain one 
hour untouched; place it then ina salting tub, 
und throw over it six pounds of salt; put in 
also two quarts of ale, four bay leaves, 
half ar ounce of percorns, a quarter ditto 
of cloves, six blades of mace, eight sliced 
onions, ten sprigs of thyme, the same of sum- 
mer savory, and two sliced carrots. Stir it 
well and let it remain for two hours, then 
pour over the head and thereafter turn it 
every day for eight or ten days, rubbing it 
well; when sufficiently salted take it out and 
dry iton acloth; lay the head skin side up. 
Have in readiness six or eight pounds 
of forcemeat, using pork, with which 
cover the head an inch im thickness 
at the thinnest part. Put the filets in 
alayer lengthwise in the head, with iong 
pieces of fat bacon half an inch square; be- 
tween each sprinkle a little chopped onion, 
pepper, salt, and grated nutmeg, and continue 
filling with forcemeat and the other ingredi- 
ents until all is used, finishing by covering 
forcemeat over. Join the two cheeks together 
with the above in the interior, sew it up with 
pack thread, 2 as 1 as possible 
to the shape of the head, fold it then in one 
or two large thin cloths, leaving the ears out 
and uprighht. 

To oraise: Put half a pound of butter in a 
stock pot, over which put four pounds of 
veal, eight onions, two carrots, four turnips, 
eight bay leaves, a tablespoonful of pepper- 
corn, twelve cloves, ten sprigs of thyme, tea 
of majoram, four blades of mace, half a bot- 
tle of Madeira or other good wine, and four 
calf’s feet; place it upon a brisk fire. stirrin 
it occasionally until the bottom is cove 
with a clearis pe then add four gallons 
of water and half a pound of salt. When boil- 
ing draw it to the corner of the range, skim, 
and put in the head, the ears uppermost, and let 
it simmer seven or eight hours, according to 
the age of the boar; itis su ted to try it 
with a trussing-pin; if tender it is done. 
Skim the stock and leave the head in until 
half cold, then take it out, partly open the 
cloths, and tie them tighter if possible, and 
press it in a cover or baking-sheet with three 
flat pieces of wood, one on each side, with a 
weight against them, one on the top between 
the ears,on which place a fourteen-pound 
weight; let it remain all night until cold; 
then remove the cloths, detach the thread, 


cut a piece an inch in thickness from 
behind the ears in as thin slices as ibie; 
it will have a marbied a nce. Trim the 


head a little, glaze it with a brownish glaze, 
form the eyes as expressively as may be 
artistically done with a little lard and a few 
black currants, and the tusks with paste, 
baking them. Decorate the ears and else- 
where (not to interfere with the yo de 
with fresh flowers and foliage. Garnish wi 
aspic jelly made from the clarified stock. 
The meat and the calf’s feet may be used for 
other different dishes. 

The boar’s-head sauce is made of the rinds 
of two Seville oranges free from pith, cut into 
very thin strips haif an inch in length, which 
blanch in boiling water; drain them upon a 
sieve, and put them into a basin with aspoon- 
ful of mixed English mustard, four of cur- 
rant jelly, a little pepper, salt, well mixed 
together, and apintof good old port. Un- 
less the extremely elaborate preparation of 
the bore’s head shall freeze the very marrow 
of the idle man’s bones, let him take off his 
coat, spend some profitable hours, then sum- 
mon his friends to the banquet with justi- 
fiable pride. He n not mention Soyer. 
Let it be supposed he had produced this tri- 
umph of cookery, a discovery of incalculable 
value. Let him quote Savarin, who was a 
leauned lawyer of celebrity and employed his 
leisure hours in advancing cookery. s in- 
ventions made his name immortal. 

Some croquets of bear’s meat, lean but not 
tough, may be considered a dainty dish. Cut 
a pound and a half into very small dice. Into 
astew-pan put a dessertspoonful of finely 
chop onions, with butter the size of a 
walnut; stir over the fire until the onions be- 
come delicately brown, stir in half a table- 
spoonful of flour, with which mix by degrees 
into half a pintof broth water, adding a few 
drops of browning. Let it boil five minutes, 
stirring all the time; then throwin the 
meat: season rather highly with pepper and 
salt. When done, stir in two yelks of eggs 
quickly, stir a moment more over the 
fire, then pour it into a dish until cold. Beat 
two eggs on a plate, and on another plate 
prepare a quantity of bread crumbs; divide 
the preparation in about a dozen pieces, form 
them into any shape chosen, and roll them 
alternately into the crumbs and eggs until 
well covered; put them gently into very hot 
lard and fry them a deep yellow, being care- 
ful not to break them in the process. When 
done, drain them on a cloth, and serve them 
either upon a ro pee or with fried parsley or 
sippets of toasted bread and poached eggs. 
ruffles in England are gathered at two 
periods: the white which are odorless, and 
are sold for seasoning, in May; the black 
when hard during a month before and after 
Christinas, when they have acquired all the 
peculiar perfume, which frequently, by 
throwing the hounds off the scent, proves 
the safety of the fox. The size in England 
varies from that of a nutmeg to that of a hen’s 
egg. The truffle is never found in low ground 
or soil covered with decayed vegetation, but 
where the forest yields light and shade, in 
open woodland districts, warm yetdamp. A 
delicious method of cooking English truffles 
is to soak twelve of them tor four hours in 
tepid water, then remove every particle of 
earth from them; wash again, put them into 
a stew-pan with two slices of bacon. two 
onions, half a head of celery, half a carrot, 
a clove of garlic, two bay leaves, a 
sprig of thyme, four of parsley, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one of sugar, a half of pep- 
ver, two glasses of sherry, and a pint of 
broth. Let them simmer for half an hour till 
tender; place them in an oven for twenty 
minutes longer, remove the truffles, and place 
them on a dish; make a border of mashed 
potato and place the truffles on in pyramid, 
strain the gravy, skim off the fat, reduce it 
to a gill, put a teaspoonful of arrowrootina 
cup with a spoonful of water, mix it, and add 
to the gravy, boila few minutes, pour over 
and serve. The flavor is finer when the truf- 
fies are peeled, but they do not look so weli.

The one bright particular star in the dra- 
matic firmament last week that twinkled in 
the steadfast splendors of such lyric lumina- 
ries as Patti and Pattini was Miss Maggie 
Mitchell, and lovers of the drama enjoyed 
the uninterrupted pleasure of basking in her 
solitary ray. In entering upon the analytical

Other Theatres. 

The most interesting thing in conuection 
with theatres other than those down-town 
for the week just ended has been the rumor 
of a change in the management of the Stand- 
ard, involving other ventures of more or 
less importance. It was reported that Mr. 
Dyer had sold out te Little and Morris, and 
that there would be introduced on the West 
Side a decided innovation of some sort in 
theatrical methods. A call at the Standard 
Friday night disclosed the fact that Mr. Dyer 
was in Detroit and also that Mr. George O. 
Morris was sitting in one of the boxes: Mr. 
Morris disclaimed any idea of an investment, 
explaining. that he was merely acting as 
business manager for Mr. Dyer for a week 
or so.” At the same time he intimated that 
he would explain the matter more fully 
in a few days. There appears no 
doubt that the Standard will be man- 
aged on some new plan very soon, 
and that Mr. Morris will de in control. 
Whether or not Mr. Little figures in the thing 
does not yet * Mr. Little is chiefly 
known through his Worid,’’ which he has 
managed with Mr. Morris. Mr. Morris is a 
successful manager, not only of this butother 
companies. It has been rumored also that 
Mr. Dyer may make some terms with Mr. 
Hamlin and secure the Grand. Mr. Hamlin, 
it is said, asks $50,000 for the lease, and this 
it is not supposed Mr. Dyer will give, but 
there seem to have been negotiations, and Mr. 
Dyer, who has certainly succeeded with the 
Standard, is unders to want a theatre 
down town. 

The situation as regards theatres with mod- 
erate prices is complicated a little by other 
circumstances than those above referred to. 
It is the intention to have a theatre in the 
midst of a block of stores to be erected on 
Madison street, just east of Halsted, and 
stock in the enterprise is offered. A 
second fact, of more importance in 
the eyes of professionals, is that Mr. 
H. R. Jacobs is in the city and looking 
around. Mr. Jacobs at present has theatres 
in New York, Brooklyn, Paterson, Newark, 
Troy, Syracuse, Rochester, Albany, Cleve- 
land, Montreal, and a few other places, and 
he is supposed to be here on business. The 
new West Side schemes, the Madison Street 
Theatre, and a likely site or two are men- 
tioned in connection with his name. Mr. 
Jacobs represents capital, isa sort of Napo- 
leon in the business of running theatres with 
low prices, and, as he can offer good attrac- 
tions on the roads such a series of bookings, 
his possible advent here is naturally looked 
upon with some interest by managers. 

The week has been one of moderately good 
business. The light opera Arcadia has 
done tolerably well at the Standard, but not 
as well as it deserved, and perhaps the same 
thing should be said of Edwin Arden’s per- 
formance at the Academy of Music. This

the general improvement. as every one knows 
that the bullders are making lighter, 
smoother, and better boats than were thought 
of twenty years ago. Speed has been in- 
creased in that way, of course. The great 
changes. besides making boats of paper and 
reducing them to pencil proportions, have 
been made in the sculls. Josh Ward pulled 
with sculis that weighed twenty-four pounds 
the pair, and as most of the weight was out- 
board, he put lead weights on the handles to 
balance them. Now we use sculls that weigh 
only eight pounds to the pair. Up to 1876 no- 

y used sculls less than ten feet two inches 
long, nor more than five inches wide in the 
blade. I showed up in a regatta with sculis 
nine feet six inches long and six inches wide, 
and e said ‘ k at the kid with

e ls, and laughed at me. 
After that race everybody reduced 
the le 1 increased the 
width of his oars.. You see, I had been 
studying that thing a little. The long scull 
has to take too wide a sweep through the 


water, and to get the stroke completed a man 
must work too fast and toohard. The first 
and last parts of the stroke are of no use in 
propelling the boat, but you must take the 
water forward of the effective point and 
leave the water astern of the limit of useful 
power in order to allow for the way of the 
boat. Too long a scull wastes more power 
than is nece in beginning and ending 
the stroke. The longer the oar the more 
strength it takes to pull it through the water. 
But there is such a thing as getting the scull 
too short and sacrificing speed to power. Ex- 
riment has shown the effective medium to 
about nine feet six inches. That gives 


useless labor, and the spoon shape keeps the 
hold to the end of the stroke. One day | was 
rowing on a lake when the water was smooth 
as glass and perfectly clear, and I watched 
the blade of my oar for points. I noticed that 
when I put my strength on the oar the blade 
went back from the neck or shank to such 
an angle that it was longer aspoon, but might 
just as well have beena straight blade. After 
that I had my oars made stiffer. Oarmakers 
now shape the shank so that it will not bend 
at all and the whole sculi is stiff as a bar of 
iron. They bave got their business down to 
a science, and an oarsman can now order 
sculls of a certain size and be sure that the 
weight will be right and the whole thin 
just what he wants. It makes a great dea 
of difference also what style of boat is used 
in different sorts of weather. 


COULD NOT BE WORSE. 
For a straight away race I have three boats. 
If I find the wind with me and blowing 
pretty strong I use a full-built boat that rides 


well out of water. The wind will help it 
along and make an advantage of fifteen sec- 
onds in three miles. A head wind would 
keep such a boat back fifteen seconds, mak- 
ing in all thirty seconds difference; so if I 
find the wind against me I use a thin boat 
that will ride very low and present little sur- 
face to the wind. If the wind is abeam or 
the race is a turn a medium boat is the best. 
Tnose points are worth knowing. The wind- 
sail first brought out by Clasper on the Tyne 
was quite an invention. It was a thin board 
set up on edge on the bow of the boat. With 
the wind abeam or on ‘the quarter, when you 
pull and lean backward you force the for- 
ward pard.of the boat down and raise the 
after part so much out of water that the 
wind catches it, throws the stern a little to 
leeward, and brings the bow into the wind, 
and you have to puil harder on the windward 
oar to keep on your course. The windsail 
corrects that fault. But when the wind is on 
either bow it catches the sail and 
throws the boat off the course. To replace 
the windsail the ¢in was invented. This is 
a small centreboard fastened to the bottom 
of the boat. At first it was quite large and 
eee about three feet from the stern. It 

ept the boat from swinging off, but it inter- 
fered with quick turning, as it acted like a 
fixed rudder, The size was reduced to lessen 
this disadvantage, and at last somebody 
thought of moving the fin up toa point just 
aft of the centre of the boat, right under the 
after end of the cockpit, and making it 
larger. Now the boat can be turned almost 
as though on a pivot, making a difference of 
three strokes on the turn, and three strokes 
means about three boat lengths. Oarsmen 
used to think that very quick strokes were 
best for speed. That would be true if aman 
were a machine that couldn’t get tired or out 
of wind, but 1 find that in sculling twenty- 
eight to thirty-four strokes a minute are fast 
enough for a long race, and thirty-eight 
strokes at the start, and finish at thirty-two 
without a spurt or break. At any rate 1 
could pull strong and steady, making no 
false motions and keeping my head clear. 
My breathing was natural, and I wasn’t 
swaying or see-sawing as a man will when 
he works too fast and too hard. The boat 
fan along as smoothly and steadily as a 
steamer. It og the wind out of a man 
and makes his heart jump to row forty 
strokes a minute in a single scull.”’

JOE HOWARD'S LETTER. 
THOUGHTS REVIVED BY A LEAF IN AN 
OLD SCRAP-BOOK. 


Two Coincidences in a Single Day—Familiar 
Names and Familiar Places That Have 
Passed Away—Some Old Theatrical Ad- 
vertisements and What They Recall 
Plymouth Chureh and Beecher—The 
Great Divine's Peculiarities. 


New York, March 12.—On a page of an old 
scrap-book I found today a number of draw- 
ings made for a series of alleged humorous 
papers I was writing in 1871, and drawn by a 
clever artist named Grant, then connected 
with the Star newspaper of this city. They 
represent men of note in miniature coffins, 
and of the long list, including Grant, Beecher, 
Humpty-Dumpty Fox, John Brougham, Dan 
Bryant, Horace Greeley, and Lester W allack, 
the last named alone survives. 

In this connection let me mention two 
coincidences. 

First, passing along Broadway near the 
corner of Thirtieth street I met Theodore 
Moss, who for more than a quarter of a cent- 
ury has been the associate business manager 
and friend of Lester Wallack. In his hand 
he held a letter. “Any news from Wallack “ 
lasked. ‘* Yes,” he replied, he is very 
greatly improved in health, says that it is ex- 
tremeiy warm there, and that be longs to re- 
turn.“ 

Mind you I had been looking at these scrap- 
book sketches not fifteen minutes prior to 
this meeting; so that is coincidence number 
one. 

Second, about an hour ago I had occasion 
to look up the word mushroom in a cook- 
book to settle a discussion as to the best 
way of preparing mushrooms for the table, 
and in my great unabridged, on the page 
whereon is printed the word mushroom, I 
found a scrap of paper which was cut from 
the New York Times in 1866. On one side of 
it was a letter from Stratford, Conn., and an 
interview with J. Ross Browne, once a well- 
known traveler and magazinist. On the 
other were the advertisements. of Barnum’s 
Museum, Winter Garden, Wallack's Theatre, 
the Olpmpic Theatre, and in these advertise- 
ments Humpty-Dumpty Fox, Henry Ward 
Beecher, John Brougham, Dan Bryant, and 
Lester Wallack were mentioned. 

How’s that tor coincidence number two! 

Twenty years ago, not so very longto look 
back at, all these theatres were in full blast, 
while today not one of them remains stand- 
ing, for the Wallack’s Theatre of 1866 stood 
at the corner of Broome street and Broadway 
and long since gave way to that at the corner 
of Thirteenth street, as it in turn lost pres- 


tige by reason of the incoming of the present 
superb temple at the corner of Thirtieth 
tree

It wili interest old and young, I think; it 
certainly will carry the minds of thousands 


tainment and amusement; it will conjure be- 
fore a myriad of eyes faces long since 
moidered in the dust, and it will perhaps re- 
new the falling tears upon many cheeks wet 
today with unfeigned evidences of emotion 
by reason of the death of a wonderful man— 
that typical American, Henry Ward Beecher. 

The first is Barnum’s Museum.

At that time. in addition to 
Jack and Jill, Who went up the hill“ three 
times a day, Mr. Barnum was exhibiting the 
Carolina twin dwarfs, Circassian girls, three- 
horned bulls, boa-constrictors, learned seals, 
and the happy family.

New York, March 11.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. |—‘ TI feel just as if I was an angel 
wading chin-deep in a perfumed cloud.” That 
isaremark by the late Mrs. A. T. Stewart, 
reported to me by Mme.

The occasion was Mrs. Stewart’s 
first wearing of woven silk undergarments, 
which were then new luxuries, even to the 
richest.

„A great deal better than fencing because 
that develops only the right side of the body, 
while boxing brings into play every muscle 
from the toes to the brain; for you have to be 
cn the alert, with your eyes on your opponent, 
and your thoughts concentrated, so that your 
brain as well as your body gets stirred ap.”’

„Well, I generally tind that my pupils are 
a good deal better at attacking than guard- 
ing.

BALTIMORE CATHOLICS DISPUTING. 


Rivalry Among Different Orders for the Con- 
trol of a University—Other Items. 

Battimore, Md., March 12.—[ Special.! 
The Catholic clergy of Baltimore and Wash- 
ington are again discussing the question of 
which of the priestly orders will have control 
of the new Catholic university. It wasstated 
that the Jesuits were angry over the deter- 
mination of Cardinal Gibbons to favor his 
alma mater by giving control to the 
Sulpitians, to which order he belongs. A 
prominent Jesuit here, however, says that 
the Jesuits do not want to control it, as they 
have as much work, now in their 
own colleges as they can do, and 
some of their colleges are badly ham- 
pered by debt. He said further, If the 
care of the instruction devolves on the Bish- 
ops, they will doubtless select the most emi- 
nent men in this or that special branch. So, 
for example, the Chair of Science may be of- 
fered to Mivart, thatof Canon Law to Dr. 
Smith of New Jersey, that of English Litera- 
ture to some equally able man, while the 
chairs of Theology and Philosophy will be 
filled by those best fitted for them—if a 
Jesuit, a Jesuit; if a Dominican, a member of 
that order; and soof ail the others. The 
Dominicans, the Benedictines, the Augustin- 
ians, and the Jesuits have professors enough 
among them to man the university provided 
a judicious selection is made from those at 
home and abroad.“ 

J. Frank Morrison is well known all over 
the country as the President of the National 
Electric-Light Association. He is better 
known in Baltimore as President of the 
Crescent Club, the t Democratic organ- 
ization that helps per 
Baltimore City on all occasions. Morrison

The 
Sheriff, when put on the stand, astonished 
the court and amused the people by acknowl- 
edging that it had been his custom to send a 
bottle of whisky to each precinct and a box 
of cigars for the use of the judges and clerks 
of election. He denied. however, that he had 
ever offered a bribe, and said he did not do 
that sort of thing. Burgess swore that the 
Sheriff offered him $2 for his vote. The trial 
created a political sensation.

He was a 
Know-Nothing leader and always ready to 
come to the front in any affray with the 
Irish. English was once tried for murder in 
1 and acqui through the ef- 
forts of Henry Winter Davis.

The foundation could 
scarcely be bettered. Asan illustration, thirty- 
one stallions have beaten 2:20, that number em- 
bracing the whole list, dead and disabled. Eight 
Of these are now owned in California, seven in 
the stud. Besides these are others of the highest 

de, and which rank with the foremost of the 
and. —4 odds, the most successful of liv- 
ing stallions is not only owned and doing 
service here, but has opportunities which 
will insure an increase in the number and value 
of his progeny. While the sires are such that 
adverse interests admit their value. there is no 
lack of brood mares. The large breeding-farms 
are well supplied, while in all parts of the State 
are to be found mares the breeding of which is a 
guarantee of excellence, The large studs, such 
as Palo Alto, Rancho del Paso, Sunny Slope, 
San Mateo. and others, contain hundreds of 
mares, very many of them bred in the East, for 
which sums were on which would startle peo- 
ple not acquaint with this branch of horse- 
breeding. Many of those held by smaller breed- 
ers are not inferior, and With such an array of 
sires and dams it is evident that there must re- 
sulta N of the highest standard. The ad- 
vantages of climate are now so well known and 
so generally acknowledged that it is only neces- 
sary to mention it, and thus with proper man- 
agement California trotters must occupy a prom- 
inent place. It is not surprising that under 
these conditions great interest should be taken 
by Calfornia breeders of trotters in whatever 
has a bearing on the sport and a consequent 
tendency to affect the value of trotting-horses.

An Englishman's Impresslons of Chieago 
Races. 


In his trip around the world . Pendragon,” 
inthe London eferee, visited Chicago, as a 
matter of course. While here he witnessed 


a few days’ racing at Washington Park, and 


also the trotting contests at the Northwest- 


ern Breeders’ meeting at the West Side Driv- 
ing Park. His eyesight seems to have been 
very poor, for he says the horses at Washing- 
ton Park ran unshod, when, as a matter of 
fact, they all wore racing plates. Here is what 
he has written about what he saw at the two 
parks: 

Ihave mentioned a race meeting to which we 
were taken. Into 3 *f this I shall not 
go here, as they will be useful some day for a reg- 
ular sporting article when there is nothing else 
to write about. But I may say in passing that 

‘dirt-tracks don't commend themselves to me. 
and, much as I object to many things in connec- 
tion with our own jockey system, it 1s, taken all 
round, better than the American. Four out of 
every five of the riders who “sported silk“ at 
Washington Park were niggers, and chuckle- 
headed, nasty, unclean, ill-dressed niggers at 
that. The undue worship of professional riders, 
ignorant, uncultivated stable-boys, whose 
heads are turned by pecuniary success, 
is, for many moral and sanitary rea- 
sons, something which we in England 
should be better without, but I, for one, shouldn't 
recommend the extremely opposit plan as pur- 
sued in America. At the worst our jockeys can 
ride, and they always wear clean linen and de- 
cent boots and breeches. Not only were the 
jockeys I saw at Washington Park dingy and 
dirty, but they didn’t know anything about the 
science of race-riding as it is understood in these 
islands. They stick their feet as far forward as 
they will go, lean right on the horse's neck, take 
up the reins as close to the bit as they can reach, 
and in this ungainly attitude ride all they know 
from end to end, not only against one another, 
but against the official time-keeper, who is a 
most important functionary at all race meetings 
in, America. Such horses as I noticed ran unshod, 
just as they run in Australia. 

Quite different was the trotting meeting held at 
the Chicago Driving Park. So interested was I 
in this that, after my first day's visit, I canceled 
all engagements for the afternoon following, so 
as to have another look at a game which, some- 
how or other, and try as we may,will not fiourish 
On soil that is British. What I saw did not 
amount to much from the transatlantic view 
point, but it was all new and strange to me. 
saw horses go in style and at a pace such as 1 
had never seen before. One of these days I hope 
to return to this topic. At present it will be suf- 
ficient for me to say that when at the — 
meeting I felt that we could do the thing muc 
better in England; at the trotting meeting it 
was apparent that the Americans were engaged 
in a pursuit about which they knew everything, 
and at which they have not only no equai—they 
have nothing within hailofthemin the way of 
riv\lry.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON TO BE STUD- 
IED TODAY. 


The Vision Which Jacob Saw—His Vow to 
the Lord—Services to Be Held in the 
Chicago Churches—Topics Chosen by 
the Officiating Ministers—Many of Them 
Will Speak Concerning the Death of 
Henry Ward Beecher. 


About 112 years have passed since the 


events récorded in the last lesson, and won- 
derful are the changes that have occurred. 
Sarah died about twelve years after the 
scene at Mount Moriah, and was buried in 
the cave of Machpelah, near Hebron. Isaac 
married three years later, or B. C. 1857. 
Jacob and Esau were born B. C. 1857, and 
some fifteen years later Abraham died at the 
age of 175 years. It is believed that Esau 
sold his birthright to Jacob B. C. 1805. Isaac 
died B. C. 1716 at the age of 180 years. There 
is a marked difference between the character 
of Jacob and Esau. Jacob was a plain farmer, 
of only average ability. Esau was worldly, 
sensuous, adventursome, but brave, good- 
natured, and jovial. Esau made the better 
beginning in life, Jacob the better ending. 

Jacob’s example appeals to us as that of a 
common man, a sinner who through integrity 
and perseverance became a noble old man, 
a veritable saint. Esau hated Jacob for ob- 
taining the. birthright blessing, and deter- 
mined to kill him. Rebekah sent Jacob to 
her family at Haran to avert the danger. It 
was on this pilgrim as a solitary wander- 
er that God appea to Jacob at Bethel, as 
described in the lesson. Worn out by his 
journey, with no companion but the staff he 
— Jacob sank to rest on the site where 
Abraham built the altar, and probablx used 
one of the same stones for a pillow. hile 
sleeping he beheld the wondertul visfon of 
the ron, Pong which reached from earth to 
Heaven, and on which angels of God ascended 
and descended. The Lord stood above the 
ladder and said unto Jacob: 

„ am the Lord, the God of Abraham thy 
father, and the God of Isaac; the land 
whereon thou liest, to thee will I give it, and 
to thy seed; 14. And thy seed shalt be as the 
dust of the earth, and thou shall spread 
abroad to the west, and to the east, and to 
the no and to the south; and in thee and 
shall all the families of the earth 

15. And, behold, I am with thee, 
and will keep thee, whithersoever thou goest, 
and will bring thee again into this land; for 
I will not leave thee until I have done that 
which I have spoken to thee of. 16.“ 

When Jacob awoke he was convinced that 
the Lord was in the place, and at once made 
a solemn vow that he would serve the Lord, 
and give unto Him a tenth of his income. 
The stone on which he had rested his head 
he set up for a pillar, and anointed it with 
oil. The lesson gives us many different views 
of the relation of God and the true believer. 
We see that the Lord guides the believer at 
alltimes and places, and under ali circum- 
stances. It also shows the blessings which 
the Lord pours out on His children, not only 
in promises of divine heip and assurances of 
the future, but as to present inheritances. It 
also admirably illustrates the believer’s rev- 
erence and titude. As long as our faith 
clings to the God of Jacob,” his beautiful 
vision of the ladder, whereby we may pro- 
ceed step by step from earth to Heaven, will 
be studied with delight and profit. 

The golden text is: Surely the Lord is in 
this place.’’—Gen. xxviii., 16.

DANGER IN KANSAS CITY. 


Neglect of Reputable Citizens to Assert 
Their Rights as Voters. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 12.—[Special.}— 
American citizens resident within the limits 
of Kansas City are not claiming their birth- 
right with the ardor and enthusiasm that in- 
dicate a thorough appreciation of the privi- 
lege. The registration lists are expanding 
with the deliberation heretofore supposed to 
be characteristic of subscriptions binding the 
subscribers to assist in celebrating a dead 
citizen’s worth in marble or bronze. The 
prevailing disregard of the importance of 
the ballot in local affairs is ominous of dan- 
ger. Inspection of someof the lists shows 
that one class of voters is not negligent. In one 
ward a citizen with a comprehensive know!l- 
edge of his neighbors stared aghast at the 
registration list this morning and scratched 
his head in a vain effort to recall a single no- 
torious or questionable character in the ward 
whose name was notalready down. The per- 
centage of good citizens on the same list was 
wofully small. The state of affairs indicated 
by the amount and character of the registra- 
tion is depressing and dangerous. It is evi- 
dent that the politicians who have no interest 
in the city’s affairs, except in the affairs of its 
treasury, have their men well in hand. 
“Gang rule“ is written between the lines of 
the lists as they appear. Boodle Aldermen, 
corrupt officials, ony and the horrors of mis- 
management follow in the train of the om- 
inous lethargy and dangerous activity that 
have been recorded as the registration 
stands. 

The annual report of the Superintendent of 
Buildings shows that during the year 1886 
there were 4,054 permits taken out in this 
city, calling for a total expenditure of $10,- 
176,162, an increase in amount of $4,417,538 
over the total of 1885 During the year 
59,799 feet or 11.38 miles of sewer pipe were 
laid in buildings. 

Wyandotte was the first city in Kansas to 
petition for the appointment of Commission- 
ers under the Metropolitan Police law. The 
Murray Temperance law goes into effect 
March 30. 

The Santa Fé Railroad has bought the right 
for coal under several thousand acres of land 
near Leavenworth, and will start a local 
shaft at an early day. 

The employés of the Southern Kansas Rail- 
road have organized an investment associa- 
tion, in which a large number of the men are 
investing what they can save from their sal- 
aries. Shares are sold for $10, and S a month 
is paid on each share. The moneys invested 
in land along the line of the road, especially 
on new extensions. Noone is permitted to 
own more than twenty shares. 

The city directory this year for the City of 
Kansas will give ample proof of its growth. 
Mr. W. C. Hoye, who has for the last sixteen 
years been getting out the Kansas City Di- 
rectory, estimated the population last year 
on a basis of three to each name at 152,216; 
the united cities of Wyandotte, Kansas City, 
Kas., and Armourdale footed up to 23,784 on 
the same basis of calculation, making a total 
of 154,252 for the entirecity. Itis estimated 
by Mr. Hoye that the population of Kansas 
City proper will alone amount to 150,000, and 
that the increase in population for both cities 
will be very close to 20,000 ple. Mr. Hoye 
in his general estimate of the city says it will 
climb up to 175,000 people this year. 


A BOARD OF TRADE BREAK. 


Maurice Pincoffs Fails for About $23,000, 
with No Assets. 

Maurice Pincoffs, the Secretary of the 
Gabain Commission Company, No. 140 La Salle 
street, whose failure was rumored around 
the Board of Trade Friday, ‘‘ busted up” com- 
pletely yesterday, and stuck“ the boys for 
about $23,000. Mr. Pincoffs, who was known 
as a “plunger,” has been doing a pretty 
heavy business in wheat, lard, and ribs for 
some time, and as late as a few days ago 
raked in a very comfortable little 
sum. He had not, he claims, been 
speculating for the Gabain Company, but 
entirely for himseif, and the firm of which 
he is the Secretary will not be in any way 
effected by the failure. A considerable num- 
ber of members who have been caught by 
Pincoffs expressed rather strong opinions 
about the plunger's “ business methods. 
Mr. Pincoffs made profits within the last 
three days through various prominent firms 
ranging from $820 to $3,000, and the entire sum 
has gone up. He places his liabilities at 
$23,000 an his assets at nix. He 
hopes through some of his friends to, 
raise enough of money to make some sort of 
settlement, but creditors have littie expecta- 
tion of ever receiving a cent. One prominent 
firm paid Mr. Pincoffs a check for $850 within 
twenty minutes of the announcement of the 
failure, and soon found itself stuck for 
$800 on an unprofitable lard deal. The biggest 
loser is a very prominent firm in the Board of 
Trade Building, which t caught for 
$3,600, and feels *. the worse 
about the thing when it refiects that 
only three days before it had paid over to 
Pincoffs a check for $8,000, his profit on an- 
other deal. The following other firms have 
also lost the sums credited to their names: J. 
Mitchell 
$3,000; Fraley, Carter & Co., $2,600; H. H. 
Carr, $2,100. Charles Counselman, Orr & 
Comes, Frank Cufton, George C. Ball, Morris 
Rosenbaum, Love Bros., 2 P. Brosseau, 
Baldwin, Wren & Farnum, and a good many 
more have dropped a few hundreds, and feel 
annoyed that they should have been “sucked 
in“ by a man who was actually “ busted” be- 
fore he made his last trades.

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 12.—[Special.]—The — 
attempts of Jay Gould to kill off the Mer 
chants’ bridge project is exciting a good deal 
of indignation on all sides. From the present 
indication it appears that Gould has the mu- 
nicipal assembly on his side and the franchise 
for terminals which the Merchants’ Com 
has asked has been emasculated and 
ed so that it is practically a Gould measure. 
The papers are working in its behalf, and 
something may be done yet that will result in 
resurrecting the bill.

The following circular, addressed to the 
owners of property on State street, is being 
extensively distributed.

In our judgment 
such a structure would materially injure the 
property the entire length of the street, changing 
it from its present position of the leading retail 
street to that of second or third, thereby causing 
a depreeintion from present values and prevent- 
ing the future growth. These conclusions we 
have arrived at after carefully observing the ef- 
fect of the elevated roads on property located on 
streets through which they run in New York. 

We consider it the duty of every owner of prop- 
erty to make all possible exertion to prevent the 
perpetration of such an outrage. Constant and 
continued vigilance will be necessary.

fornia, and the South, and taunt Chicago 
with being behind the times. They make a 
serious mistake. Chicago has not got inte — 
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of such cities as Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia. They are not having acre 
booms but a gradual rise in prices and a 
gradual decrease in the percentage realized 
on real-estate investments. There is a large 
amount of undeveloped property within a few 
miles of the Court- House, and the demand 
for it has recently increased very materially, 
but it is for the most part wanted for the 
purpose of development. The buyers do not 
expect to double their money in a few weeks. 
The advance is comparatively slow, ‘and 
the wisest of our people deprecate the specu- 
lative element which 2 itself from time 
to time here and there. That element has 
not yet reached dangerous dimensions, 
and it is the hope of- those 
who are interested in the property 
that it will be confined within proper limits. 
The same restraints on these speculative 
schemes exist here as in the older cities. 
Wealth has increased and conservatism has 
come with it. A leading broker makes the 
point that if the city and fire limits were less 
extensive there would be much more specu- 
lation in outside property. It is one thing 
to buy a tract of land where there is no fire 
ordinance, no —— as to sewers, no 
bother of gas-pipes, water, etc., putupa 
cheap structure on it, make great promises as 
to the future, and get a crowd of people to 
buy. It is quite another thing to open a tract 
which is under all the regulations of inside 
property and undertake the great task 
of developing it into a condition fit 
forhomes. An adventurer without means 
can carry out the one scheme. It uires a 
capitalist and a person experienced in the 
business to make a success of the other. But 
how much more substantial is the growth of 
a city where all the improvements are insist- 
edon. The less of the brass-band, free- 
lunch auction business Chicago has the bet- 
ter it will be for ber. Such things will here- 
after be the exception in this city. The quiet 
buying of lots in the offices is the correct 
thing. Little patches of land wisely selected 
are an excellent investment, and the buyer’s 
judgment is a good deal better there than in 


the field listening to the harangue of the 


auctioneer. 


THE SUPPLY OF BUILDING MATERIAL. .- 
The stock of common brick on hand at the 
present time as compared with the corre- 
sponding period one year ago is just about 
10,000,000 greater. The prices at the present 
time as compared with ,one year ago are 
about $1 per 1,000 less. This state of affairs 
1s inevitable under the circumstances, but as 
an offset the manufacturers of brick look for 
a good season and a gradual advance in 
prices, to say nothing of the vastly-increased 
consumption. They reach their conclusions 
by virtue of the fact that the labor market 
is not in the disorganized condition it 
was one year ago, and from the further 
fact that a great — building improve- 
ments which shoul properly have 
been credited to last — will be 
pushed to completion this. They say that in 
all of the building trades, with the exception 
of about 50 per cent of the carpenters, the de- 
mand for reduced hours of labor has been 
complied with, and that the contractors can 
now figure on work with the possibilities of a 
strike practically eliminated. 

The brickmaking industry has not fairly 
opened as yet, the only movement in that di- 
rection being the shipment of winter-burned 
brick. In from four to six weeks, however, 
all the brickyards expect to be running full 
blast; and as a very large increased demand 
is anticipated no falling off in the present 
prices is looked for. In fact, a slight ad- 
vance is believed to de inevitable, 
but no one looks for the figures 
obtained last year, when ‘common brick 
brought from $8.50 to 80 per thousand. The 
same brick is now selling at $7.50 to $s. 
Pressed brick holds its own, the price scarce- 
ly varying 25 cents from one year’s end to 
the other. As a rule, the brick manufact- 
urers do not anticipate the erection of any 
large number of the very large buildings 
during the present year, but expect the de- 
mand principally from the builders of dwell- 
-ing-houses and stores in suburban directions. 
The feeling among them as compared with 
one year ago is infinitly better, and, although 
they are a little guarded on account of it being 
thus early in the season, it is evident that 
they face the coming season with far more 
confidence than they did last year, ana expect 
a much larger volume of business. They re- 

the carpenters as the only possible dis- 
turbing element, but the impression is gen- 
eral that all troubles will be amicably settled 
before the season fairly opens and the year 
will be a very prosperous one. 

Some few of the brick manufacturers have 
had their men at work for over a month past, 
but they happen to be those whose yards are 
all under cover and who use the latest appli- 
ances for the manufacture of that article. 
The combined product, however, will not ex- 
ceed 1,000,000 brick per week, and this is not 
looked upon as a serious threat to the brick- 
making industry.
